Report of Sub-committee.

sional committees without subject-

Fascist Leader Put to Death; His 
Followers Try to Lynch 
Leftist Mayor.

MADRID, March 6.—Four men 
were killed and 16 wounded today 
in two fresh political outbursts. 

Arturo Hernandez, leading Fascist 
of Toledo province, was killed by 
a group of Extremists in the vil- 
lage of Puebla de Almoradiel. 
Fascists retaliated by storming the 
home of the Leftist Mayor, Teodoro 
Morales, and attempting to lynch 
him. Civil guards fired a volley 
in which two persons were killed 
and seven wounded, five seriously. 

The fourth man was killed in the 
old Madrid bull ring where «@& 
Fascist, employed in razing the 
structure, and nine companions 
were shot by a group of four men 
armed with a machine gun and 
pistols. 

Two churches and a building 
housing the Rightists’ headquar- 
ters at Alcala Henares were dam- 
aged by demonstrators.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 6.— 
Alleging that the allowance of 
$122,000 in fees from impounded 
fire insurance funds by Circuit 
Judge Nike Sevier Tuesday to four 
Jefferson City lawyers and the 
Cole County Circuit Clerk “consti- 
tuted a fraud on the rights of the 
policyholders,” Attorney - General 
McKittrick and lawyers associated 
with him filed motions late yester- 
day in the court to attempt to stop 
payment of the fees. A similar mo- 
tion was filed today by attorneys 
for 74 insurance companies. 

After the filing of the motions 
the Attorney-General said he pro- 
posed to take advantage of every 
legal means to “save the sacred 
trust fund” for the benefit of the 


McKittrick today is in Coluntbia. 

Before going to Columbia he said 
he would carry the fee question to 
the Supreme Court if necessary. 


Statement by McKittrick. 

“There is nothing in the court 
record of this insurance litigation 
which shows these attorneys have 
rendered any substantial service,” 
McKittrick said. “I cannot see that 
they are entitled to more than 
nominal fees, and I am of the opin- 
ion they cannot legally be paid 
from this impounded money, which 
is a trust fund belonging in its 
entirety to the insurance policy- 
holders, 

“When the matter of the fees was 
before the court we attempted to 
question those who were to be the 
beneficiaries of the allowances, but 
we were not permitted to bring out 
any evidence as to services per- 
formed. As the record stands, 
there is no showing of what was 
done to earn these enormous fees. 

“It is my opinion that the stat- 
“utes limit the amount which may 
be paid the two referees to $10 
per day each, The allowance by the 
court to the referees amounts to 
approximately $1000 a week each 
for the past year. 

“It also is my opinion that the 
Court was without authority to 
appoint counsel for the referees, 
both of whom are lawyers, and was 
without power to appoint counsel 
for the Circuit Clerk, custodian of 
the fund. I also believe there is 
no authority for an allowance from 
the fund to the Circuit Clerk.” 


Insurance Firms’ Motion. 


The 74 insurance companies, in 
their motion, allege the fees wrre 
“excessive and extravagant” and 
“are the result of prejudice on part 
of the Court.” 

Since Jan. 21, 1933, Sone, Circuit 
Clerk of Cole County, has been re- 
ceiving $500 a month for acting as 
custodian of $1,750,000 impounded 
funds. Mosby, as counsel for Sone, 
has been drawing $1000 a month 
since Feb. 11, 1933. 


Applications seeking permission 
to appeal to the Supreme Court 
from orders of Feb. 19,,reappointinz 
Sone and Mosby, also were filed by 
the insurance companies. 

About $4,000,000 of the impounded 
funds is on deposit in the Central 
Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson 
City, whose president, Howard 
Cook, is a brother of Lewis Hord 
Cook, one of the referees to whom 
Judge Sevier made an allowance. of 
$40,000 in addition to $8000 he had 
previously received, and a continu- 
ing allowance of $500 a month. 

Interest was paid on this fund 
for a time, but no interest has been 
made since the Federal Reserve 
Bank stopped interest on demand 
deposits. 

The motions filed by the Attor- 
ney-General included five for re- 
hearing in various phases of the 
fee allowances and five for arrest 
ef judgment. Denial of these mo- 
tions will be followed by appeals 
to the Supgeme Court. No time 
has been fixed for hearing in the 
Circuit Court on the motions.

Major Burgoyne Fatally 
Hurt When Taking Part 
in.

ADDIS ABABA, March 6. — A 
British Red Cross worker, Maj. G. 
A. Burgoyne, was killed by a bomb 
dropped from an Italian plane, an 
Ethiopian Government communique 
says today, while participating in 
an Ethiopian withdrawal back of 
the northern front. 

Burgoyne, 61 years old, a trans- 
port officer in the Ethiopian Red 
Cross organization, had been re- 
tiring from Amba Alaji to Quoram, 
30 miles south of Amba Alaji, with 
the forces of Ras Kabeda. A heavy 
Italian air bombardment was re- 
ported in that sector. The Govern- 
ment communique says he died 
north of Quoram. 

Burgoyne, a veterfu. of the South 
African and World wars, escaped 
injury in an Italian bombing of a 
Red Cross depot last November at 
Waldie, a town on Lake Ashangi, 
60 miles south of Ambe Alaji. 
Reports of Other Deaths. 
1e..originalzeport of the latest 
ardment said seven patients 
were killed in an attack on a Brit- 
ish ambulance camp near Quoram, 
but that none of the personnel was 
injured. Fresh Ethiopian reports, 
however, say three Kenya natives,

Oné British member of the Red 
Cross unit, named Melley, is reported 
to have been thrown into a nearby 
stream, but to have escaped injury. 
A British orderly, E. Chandler, 
stood neck deep in the stream it 
is reported, and was scratched 
slightly by bomb fragments. 

The Ethiopian Government com- 
munique also denies formally Ital-. 
ian reports of fresh victories on the 
northern front. 

New Battle Developing. 

A battle is developing in the 
mountains about Amba Alaji, the 
Government says. 

Ras Mulugheta, Minister of War, 
with an army of Imperial Guards- 
men, is reported to have proceeded 
north from Waldie, 60 miles south 
of the main northern lines. 

Ethiopian officials assert the Ital- 
ian claims of victory were issued 
with a view to impressing the 
League of Nations in the League’s 
negotiations either for peace or 
fresh sanctions. The morale of the 
Ethiopian troops is called excellent, 
despite Italian aerial bombard- 
ments. 

Emperor Haile Selassie himself 
is thought to hav2 arrived in the 
north to lead his forces. 

The Addis Ababa populace was 
aroused by the appearance of a tri- 
motored plane, thought to be Ital- 
ian, which circled over the capital. 
Machine guns and anti-aircraft 
guns were fired at the plane, but 
it was flying high and escaped un- 
touched. 


Protest Against Bombing Made to 
League by Ethiopia. 
By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, March 6—A _ protest 


against the bombing of a British 
ambulance station near Quoram, on 
the northern front, was sent to the 
League of Nations today by Ethio- 
pian Foreign Minister Bellaten 
Gueta Herouy at Addis Ababa. The 
Minister charged that Italian bombs 
killed three persons and wounded 
four others. 

“Following our previous telegram 
regarding bombing of Red Cross 
units, I have to inform you that on 
March 4 about noon, the Italian 
airplane S-62, after bombing the 
open town of Quoram and killing 
non-combatants, proceeded toward 
the British Red Cross ambulance 
three kilometers from the nearest 
military encampment,” the tele 
gram says. 

“After encircling it nine times at 
a very low altitude, it droped no 
fewer than 40 large bombs, killing 
three wounded men under treat- 
ment at the ambulance, further se- 
siously wounding four others, de- 
stroying,materials and damaging 
three lorries. 

‘In ‘view of this fresh deliberate 
barbarous bombardment of a Red 
Cross ambulance, the Ethiopian 
Government renews its previous 
protests.”

W.G.SPARROW, LAWYER 
5 SUSPENDED 90 DAYS 


Pleads, Guilty on One Count 
in Disbarment Action and 
Is Disciplined. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, MO., March 6.— 
William G. Sparrow, St. Louis at- 
torney, was suspended from the 
practice of law for 90 days, from 
this date, after a hearing before 
the Springfield Court of Appeals to- 
day in a disbarment suit filed 
against him. 

Sparrow was charged on five 
counts, but Frank Hollingsworth of 
Mexico, Mo., as prosecutor for the 
Bar Committee of the 24th Judicial 
Circuit, told the Court an agree- 
ment had been reached whereby 
sparrow would plead guilty to the 
first count—solicitation of business 
—and the other four counts would 
be dismissed. 

In. addition to the solicitation 
charge, Sparrow was charged with 
being a common barrator in that 
he incited law suits, employing 
agents and runners, splitting fees, 
and directing and suggesting that 
clients testify falsely. 

Speaking in his own behalf, Spar- 
row said he was “technically guilty,” 
but whether he was actually guilty 
he did not know. 

In the @irst count he was charged 
with having, through agents, re- 
quested and. solicited numerous em- 
ployes of the Barnsdall Tripoli Co. 
to press claims against the company 
based on alleged personal injuries. 

Sparrow said that he received a 
request for legal service from one 
employe, and that while seeking 
witnesses among the employes, he 
found many others who had claims. 

“They asked me to take their 
cases,” he said. “What could I do? 
I could have refused the business, 
I suppose, but I never thought I 
would get into a mess like this. 
I believe that in my case a repri- 
mand would serve as well as any 
other punishment.” 

After 15 minutes deliberation the 
Court said: “We think the recom- 
mendation of the Bar Committee is 
as lenient as could be expected.” 


The petition, filed last Sept. 3, set 
forth defails of Sparrow’s alleged 
misconduct in his professional ac- 
tivities among employes and former 
employes of the Barnsdall Tripoli 
Corporation, a subsidiary of Barns- 
dall (oil) Corporation engaged in 
mining tripoli, deposits of crumbly 
silica. 

Sparrow had the case transferred 
to the State Supreme Court, raising 
a constitutional question based on 
his contention that the complaint 
violated constititional provisions 
against retroactive legislation inas- 
much as it referred to matters 
which occurred before the Supreme 
Court adopted rules regulating the 
bar in November, 1934. The Su- 
preme Court, however, remanded 
the case to the Springfield Court 
of Appeals, holding the rules were 
regulatory and procedural. 

Sparrow is listed in the telephone 
directory as residing at 5463A 
Rhodes avenue and having an of- 
fice at 100 North Broadway.

YUGOSLAV DEPUTY

Member of Opposition Party 
Fires Four Shots in Parlia- 
ment—aAll Go Wild.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, March 
6.—An Opposition deputy, Damian 
Arnantovich, ffiring wildly at 
Premier Milan Stoyadinovich, en- 
dangered persons in the Diplomatic 
gallery, including Charles S. Wil- 
son, United States Minister to 
Yugoslavia, today. 

The Chamber of Deputies was in 
session when Arnantovich jerked 
a pistol from his pocket and started 


firing. 

Other deputies seized him and the 
first shot went into the wall just 
over the heads of the diplomats. 
Three other shgts went into the 
floor. 

Other diplomats in the gallery 
scattered for cover but Wilson re- 
mained in his seat and watched the 
struggle on the floor below him. 
Several other deputies drew pistols 
but none of them fired. 

Arnantovich was taken into cus- 
tody by gendarmes, who led him off 
the floor. 

At the time of the shooting, Pre- 
mier Stoyadinovich was reading a 
message on next year’s budget. 

Today the Opposition deputies re- 
fused to participate in the cham- 
ber session, but appeared, instead, 
in the public galleries from which 
they kept up a heckling of the 
Premier. 

The session broke up in confu- 
sion but convened again after a 
short time. 

The police said Arnantovich was 
drunk. 


GERMAN REICHSTAG CALLED 
TO MEET AT NOON TOMORROW 


Presumably to Hear Hitler on Fu- 
ture Nazi Course Under the 
Locarno Treaty.

Reichstag today was called for a

BOSTON, March 6.—The nation- 
wide drive to organize all workers 
in industrial unions has resulted in 
still another outbreak of labor 
strife, with nearly 3000 garment 
workers on strike here, determined 
to hold their picket lines for weeks 
or months if necessary to win their 
struggle. 


Thus far, at the end of the first 
week of the strike called by the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, those same acts of 
violence have occurred which have 
marked bitter industrial disputes 
elsewhere during the past six 
months. Police have cracked strik- 
ers’ heads and mounted police have 
ridden down picket lines. Strike- 
breakers have been attacked by 
union workers and many on both 
5 have gone to hospitals or to 
jail. 

But the presence in this strike 
from the outset of a citizens’ com- 
mittee for the garment industry, 
intended to insure fair play for the 
workers, is said by many long fa- 
miliar with labor disputes to have 
prevented more violent outbursts. 
The work of this committee, on 
which many persons high in the 
intellectual and social life of Bos- 
ton are serving, is said to be 
unique, 


A du Pont in Picket Line. 

Representatives of the faculties of 
Harvard, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Wellesley, Tufts and 
other colleges in and around Bos- 
ton and Cambridge are on the com- 
mittee. Committee members ac- 
tually marched on the picket line, 
the surest way, they discovered, of 
learning how the police -were 
handling the strike. 

There was the extraordinary spec- 
tacle of a Dtlaware du Pont march- 
ing with the workers in the picket 
line in the person of Miss Zara 
du Pont, 67 years old, the sister, no 
less, of the late Senator Coleman 
S. du Pont and a cousin of Pierre 
S. du Pont and Irenee du Pont, 
financial sponsors of the American 
Liberty League. 

While the present strike is in- 
tended primarily to bring about 
union organization of non-union 
shops, it is also aimed at low wages 
and long hours which, according to 
the workers, constitute virtually 
sweatshop conditions. Women were 
receiving, it is charged, as little as 
$5 a week for working 48 hours. 

Leaders of Strike. 

The head of the international 
Ladies Garment Workers’ Union is 
David Dubinsky, a member of the 
committee organized by John L. 
Lewis of the United Mine Workers 
to seek the arganization of all work- 
ers into industrial unions. Lewis 
was first to break with the craft 
concept long held by the American 
Federation of Labor.

Houlihan said that at the hotel

The 
sale was made just before em- 
ployes of the system were “invited” 
to buy the concern’s issues on the 
instaliment plan. 

Robert Burns, Cities Service 
counsel, Was the witness. He said 
the sale was made at the impor- 
tunings of Doherty's associates 
that his holdings be made “liquid” 
in the event of his death, explain- 
ing Doherty had been so ill since 
1926 that his life had “been de- 
spaired of.” 

Under qtiestioning fromm Senator 
Gibson (Rep.), Vermont, Burns 
testified most of the proceeds from 
the sale had been placed in “muni- 
cipal investments.” The price for 
which thé shares were sold Was 
$20,500,000. 

Burfié said the securities had 
been acquired “over a period of 

ears” and cost “about two and a 

if million.” 

He said that Doherty, now in 
Fierida, had started biying Cities 
Service stock “back in 1919 when 
the company was organized” and 
had purchased shares of companies 
6f which Cities Service was based 
“back in thé '90s.” : 

Employés Were Buying. 

In April, 1929, Burns said, em- 

loyes were “given permission” to 
Sar eémpany stocks and given five 

ears in which to pay for them, 
Burns Doherty sold “about 
one-foutth of what he ownéd.”

Merchants Decide to Reopen 
- and Remain Neutral in Clash

HARRISBURG, Ill, March 6. — 
Between 200 and 300 Progressive 
miners union members gathered at 
Peabody Mine No. 43 today to pick- 
et in protest against operation of 
the mine with members of the rival 
United Mine Workers. 
State highway police near the 


mine said the crowd was orderly 
and that no ‘weapons were dis- 
played. There was some shouting 
as the United Miners arrived for 
work but this was the only éarly 
demonstration, the patrolmen said. 
Harrisburg merchants, informed 
that authorities were “prepared for 
afly emergency,” planned to keep 
their stores open and “remain neu- 
tral.” 

Leaders of the Progressives said 
there would be a repetition of an 
Oct. 5, 1933, riot if the company 
continiied to operate the mine with 
men from the rival United Mine 
Workers. 

“Our men will work the mine or 
the miné will not be worked,” de- 
clared Lioyd Thrush, State vice- 
president of the Progressives, “and 
We won't be bluffed by the hard 
road Cossacks.” 

The btisiness men, a fourth of 
whom closed their stores yesterday 
in the Progressives’ protest “labor 
holiday,” voted to reopen after 
State’s Attorney John Kane said 
“peace will be kept by duly con- 
stituted authorities here and by 
the highway policé and militia if 
necessary.”

Treasury announced today that sub- 
scriptions totaling $8,459,000,000 
were received for its March cash 
offering of $1,250,000,000 in securi- 
ties. 

Cash subscriptions of $5,106,000,000 
wére received on the bond offer- 
ing of $650,000,000, while a total 
of . $3,363,000,000 was received for 
the offer of $600,000,000 in notes. 

Subscriptions up to $5000 will be 
allotted in full. On amounts over 
this sum, buyers will receive 13 per 
cent of their subscriptions to the 
bonds and 18 per cent on the notes. 

The bonds were of 12 to 1year 
maturity, paying 2% per cent, 

The notes were of five-year ma- 
turity paying 1% per cent. 

At the same time, the Treasury 
announced that “practically all” of 
the $559,000,000 of 2% per cent 
notes maturing April 15 have been 
exchanged for the new offerings, 
with 90 per cent of the holders pre- 
ferring bonds.

Administration’s Strategy. 

Part of the administration’s po- 
liitical strategy was to cause a split 
between the Eighteenth Ward and 
Justice of the Peace Jimmy Miller’s 
Fourth Ward, principal sources of 
Democratic votes in the Thirteenth 
Congressional District. Miller has 
been aligned with the opposition 
to Dickmann. 

It was regarded at City Hall as 
probable that the Mayor would 
shortly seek to reorganize the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee, whose ma- 
jority faction has been unfriendly 
to him. With at least three mem- 
bers changing their stand in rece.t 
months and with others now unde- 
cided, it was regarded as possible 
that the Mayor could succeed in 
this, if the aldermanic reorganiza- 
tion was carried out.

East St. Louis Woman 
Charged With Murder of 
Husband in Quarrel Over 
Money: Box. 


Selection of a jury to try Mrs. 


Peggy Nash for the murder of her 
husband, William H. Nash, owner of 
an East St. Louis taxicab service, 
was expected to be completed today 
in the court of City Judge Ralph 
Cook in East St. Louis. 

Eight jurymen had been accepted 
tenatively when court recessed at 
noon today. The State had ex- 
hausted 10 of its*20 peremptory 
challenges, and the defense 11. Four 
Veniremen were excused for cause. 
Mrs. Nash, who is 30 years old, 
shot and killed her husband last 
Nov. 11, their fifth wedding anni- 
versary, in their home at 1230 Illi- 
nois avenue, East St. Louis. 

Her attorneys, Curt C. Lindauer 
and his brother, Hilmar C. Lin- 
dauer, indicated in their question- 
ing of prospective jurors that Mrs. 
Nash would plead self-defense. 
State’s Attorney Louis P. Zerweck 
made no mention of the death pen- 
alty in his questions, indicating that 
it would not be sought. 

The plump defendant, who is at 
liberty under bond, appeared in 
court suffering from a heavy 
cold. She wore a blue knitted dress, 
touched off with a white silk scarf 
and a black fur neckpiece. 

Near her sat Mrs. Opal Bryant, 

attractive 18-year-old divorcee, who 
accompanied Nash on a tour of 
East Side drinking places on the 
day he was killed. She will be a 
defense witness. 
Mrs. Nash, in a statement to po- 
lice after her arrest, said she took 
her husband home from a tavern 
at 2100 St. Clair avenue, and that 
in their home they quarreled over 
Nash’s demand that she turn over 
to him a box in which their money 
was kept. He threatened her with 
‘a pistol, she said, but she got the 
weapcen from him and shot him. 

Nash, who was part owner of the 
Fuller Taxicab Co., in his only 
statement before he died told po- 
lice he had been shot by “a man.” 
It developed after his death that 
Nash had been known previously 
under the name William D. Smith. 
At one time he was beer runner 
in Chicago.

PCT. TAX ON GAS 
FIRMS’ RECEIPTS 


Bill Passed, 27 to 2, After 
Special Committee Rec- 
ommends Levy to In- 


crease City Revenue. 


A bill to levy a tax of 5 per cent 
on the gross receipts of gas com- 
panies in St. Louis was passed to- 
day by the Board of Aldermen by 
a vote of 27 to 2, after the board 
had received a report from its Spe- 
cial Gas Committee recommending 
passage of the measure. 

The only adverse votes were cast 
by Aldermen John R. Slay of the 
Seventh, and “Lawrence P. Walsh 
of the Twelfth Wards. A hearing 


was held yesterday at which repre- 
sentatives of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. opposed approval of the bill. 

The only company besides La- 
clede Gas Light Co. affected by the 
bill is the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation, which pipes natural 
gas here from Louisiana. It was 
not represented at the committee 
hearing. 

Samuel W. Fordyce, of counsel 
for the Laclede company, declared 
to the committee that the company 
was paying its full share of taxes 
and that the bill was unfair. 

“We are fighting court action by 
the city on all fronts,” he said. “We 
have gone through a very severe 
strike (of gashouse workers), 
which disorganized the company. 
We appeal to your sense of justice, 
with a little mercy thrown in, not 
to pass this legislation.” 

Pleading with the committee not 
to “destroy” the company, Fordyce 
asserted that the city had been 
using the Laclede Gas as a “punch- 
ing bag” by attacking it in the 
courts in various ways. 

E. L. White, secretary-treasurer 
of the company, said it paid $677,- 
200 in general“property and mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ taxes in 
1934, or 9.95 per cent on a gross 
business of $6,809,000, while Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. paid 
$1,490,887 in the same taxes and 
in a 5 per cent franchise tax on 
gross receipts, or 11.9 per cent of 
gross receipts of $12,500,000 -in the 
city. 

Associate City Counselor J. G 
Burkhardt argued that the proposed 
tax was one on use of the streets 
and the privilege of doing business,

With 
the child, she said, she went to the 
home of her parents in Fillmore, 
where she began to feel, during 
February, that she was not wel- 
come. 

On the night of Feb. 20, she was 
quoted as saying, she had a man 
friend drive her te Vandalia, where 
she left the baby on the doorstep 
of a house whose residents she did 
not know. Harold Pope, resident 
of the house, heard the baby cry- 
ing and took it in.

The union was prepared to call a 
strike on this issue, and, moreover, 
to back up its demand in a long 

with the aid of a war 
chest, accumulated over a consid- 
erable period, of nearly $2,000,000. 
But just before the union was to 
issue the strike call, three weeks 
ago, employers met virtually all 
union demands, 

This left the $2,000,000, or a good 
share of it, for other purposes. 
From the point of view of the un- 
ion, Boston has long been the weak- 
est spot in the garment industry, 
according to Halpern. When local 
unio nofficials indicated their de- 
sire to fight out the issues of union 
recognition and low wages, they 
found their national leaders in a 
most receptive mood, with a pledge 
of almost unlimited aid from the 
national treasury. 

“How long this strike will last 
we don’t know,” Halpern said, “It 
may be weeks or months or a year. 
But we know that we will have to 
win it. Toleration of sweatshop 
conditions in one branch of the in- 
dustry is demoralizing to the entire 
industry under the competitive sys- 
tem. 


“The strike is only a week old. 
We face the task now of solidify- 
ing our forces. We are not par- 
ticularly interested at this moment 
in settling the strike. Since the 
abandonment of the NRA, wages 
in this area have been lowered to 
a very great extent. The bottom 
has dropped out of the wage 
scale.” 

Workers in the cotton and silk 
dress industry are 60 per cent or- 
ganized here, Halpern said. But 
the unorganized 40 per cent, he 
added, do 60 per cent of the work, 
showing what long hours must of 
necessity prevail in the non-union 
section of the industry. Out of 
about 6500 workers, nearly 3000 are 
on strike, Halpern said. 

All day yesterday and today 
through a pelting rain that turned 
first to sleet and then to snow, the 
picket lines syrrounded buildings 
in the garment area. Some times 
the strikers sang, again they booed 
and jeered at girls taken in to work 
under heavy police guard. 

There have been numerous 
clashes in the morning and again 
at quitting time, despite the pres- 
ence of several hundred policemen, 
Phil Kramer, militant local organ- 
izer of the union, has been arrest- 
ed two or three times. 


Edward N. Marcus, head of a 
company that bears his name, is 
leader of the group of manufac- 
turers that has declared against 
any form of contractual relation- 
ship with the union. Marcus in- 
formed Commissioner cf Labor 
James T. Moriarty yesterday that 
he would not arbitrate ‘ye question 
of union recognition. 

He agreed, however, to the aboli- 
tion of sweatshops, “if any,” and to 
the establishment throughout the 
industry of the minimum-wage 
scale fixed under the State’s min- 
imum-wage law for women and 
minors. In doing this, he pointed 
out in a letter to Moriarty, he 
would be complying with terms 
suggested by Gov. Curley for end- 
ing the strike. 

Massachusetts for many years 
has had a law permitting the State 
Department of Labor and Indus- 
tries to establish minimum wage 
scales for women in industries 
where it was shown that wages 
were notoriously low. Such scales 
have been established in more thaa 
20 lines of work. But the only pen- 
alty for violation of the scale un- 


firm in a paid newspaper adver- 
tisement. 


Recently, however, the State 
passed a more drastic law, provid- 
ing fines for each day of violation. 
This has not yet been put into ef- 
fect. Employers are expected to 
challenge the new law in the 
courts, particularly since the Court 
of Appeals in New York, highest 
judicial body in that state, earlier 
in the week declared unconstitu- 
tional a minimum-wage law identi- 
cal with that adopted by Massa- 
chusetts. 

The New York court said that it 
was compelled to find against the 
law because the United States Su- 
preme Court had ruled that min- 
imum-wage laws were in violation 
of the right to make contracts. 

Inspectors for the State Depart- 
ment of Labor have frequently re- 
ported garment manufacturers 
guilty of violating the minimum- 
wage scale under the old law. Cita- 
tion in paid advertisements did not 
deter them from further violations, 
according to Assistant Labor Com- 
missioner Mary E. Meehan. For ex- 
perienced workers over 18 years of 
age in the silk dress industry the 
scale provided $l4-a-week . mini- 
mum, with $13.75 in the cotton 
dress. These scales were based on 
cost of subsistence. 

“Laws Are of No Use.” 

“Laws are of no use,” said Hal- 
pern scornfully, discussing the fail- 
ure of the minimum-wage scale. 
“Without genuinely effective organ- 
ization, laws are of no avail what- 
soever.” 

Halpern emphasized that Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor officers 
were co-operating in the strike. Al-

ROOSEVELT LETTER IN FEDERAL 
PROGRAM AFFECTING SCHOOLS 


Not Handled Through Education 

Offices Because Primary Pur- 

Was Relief, He Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s views on Federal 
aid in education were disclosed by 
publication today of an exchange of 
letters with Miss Agnes Samuelson, 
president of the National Education 
Association. 

Urging that all educational activ- 
ities sponsored by the Government 
be handled through the United 
States Office of Education, state 
education departments and local 
school boards, Miss Samuelson said 
this would maintain the integrity 
and responsibility of agencies “free 
not only from the reality but also 
from the danger of politica] infil- 
tration.” 

Excerpts from the President’s re- 
ply: 

“If some activities of the Gov- 
ernment during recent years have 
geemed to some persons in the field 
of education to violate the princi- 
ples defended in your letter, the 
reason is that these activities have 
not concerned education alone. 

“Always there has been the ele- 
ment of relief. In fact, it has been 
the relief feature which has justi- 
fied the Federal Government’s sup- 
plying funds for programs so large- 
ly educational as have been the 
emergency education program, the 
emergency aid to rural schools, the 

. program of college student aid, and 
in fact, the whole National Youth 
Administration. 

“Will you not accept my assur- 
ance that if and when the Federal 
Government enters into any pro- 
gram of Federal participation in 
education where the sole, or even 
the primary, consideration is the 
advancement of the nation’s edu- 
cational system, it shall be my pur- 
pose to avoid all division of respon- 
sibility and to expect the educa- 
tional agencies, Federal, state and 
local, to have charge of such a 
program.”

| The prosecution established 
through the testimony of Frances 
Bannister, that she carried Lake’s 
infant daughter, Betty, early in the 
morning of Jan. 6 from the Lake 
cabin to her home. 

Where Bodies Were Found. 
Later that day, neighbors found 
the body of Mrs. Ring, her skull 
fractured, in a snowdrift with her 
21-month-old son, Jackie, beside her, 
frozen to death. 

Arthur Bannister is being tried 
for the killing of Lake. His broth- 
er, Daniel, 20, also faces a murder 
charge and both are accused of 
kidnaping and abduction. 

Their mother, Mrs. May Bannis- 
ter, is charged with kidnaping and 
abduction, the prosecution contend- 
ing she sought a baby to place two 
men friefds under obligations. 

Frances Bannister testified that 
her mother “was pleased” when the 
three children arrived at their home 
at 3 a. m., Jan. 6, with the Lake 
baby. ' 

Heard Noise “Like a Shot.” 

She told of going to the Lake 
home and remaining outside until 
Arthur brought out a baby and 
gave it to her. A _ noise that 
“sounded like a shot” had come 
from the cabin, she said. 

She said Arthur carried a rifle, 
which was smashed on a railway 
track as they walked home with the 
baby. She testified that she heard 
a woman’s scream which “sounded 
as if it came from the Lake house,” 
and looking back, she saw the sky 
reddening as though from a fire. 

“Daniel fell when he heard the 
scream,” she said. 

After a long, hard tramp through 
the snow, she said, she and her 
brothers finally completed their 
26-mile walk and delivered the 
Lake baby to their mother.

Such phrases as “absolutely 100 
per cent,” “couldn't have had better 
care,” “absolutely perfect” and 


cal of testimony as to the service 
witnesses had received or had ob- 
served at the hospital. 

By mid-afternoon 26 witnesses 
had testified, making a total of 50, 
including 25 members of the hos- 
pital’s medical staff, on the witness 
stand since the defense opened yes- 
terday morning. 

County Counselor John E. 
Mooney, attorney for the superin- 
tendent, had announced he would 
present about 400 witnesses, most 
of them former patients, but Judge 
Witthaus indicated Thursday he 
would restrict the number of for- 
mer patients to 30, since the testi- 
mony of all would be of a similar 
nature. 

Shortage of Nurses. 


Dr. Aaron Levy of the pediatrics 
service, the first witness today, tes- 
tified he found service at the hos- 
pital good, but, on cross-examina- 
tion, Anderson brought out that 
when the witness was on service 
last spring “there seemed to be a 
shortage of nurses in my depart- 
ment—there were fewer than would 
be desirable.” Anderson has charged 
that graduate nurses were replaced 
by untrained attendants. 

Afternoon Witnesses. 

Miss Ida M. Brossard, superin- 
tendent of nurses at the hospital, 
testifying at the afternoon session, 
said she began employment there 
in February, 1935, and became head 
nurse last October. Listing her 
qualifications, she testified she was 
a graduate of the Washington Uni- 
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versity School of Nurses, was form- 
erly head nurse of the university 
dispensary, superintendent of nurses 
at Children’s Hospital and took a 
course in nursing administration 
at Columbia University. 

There are how a sufficient num- 
ber of trained nurses in the. hos- 
pital to care for all patients, she 
testified, The number df patients 
yesterday—205—broke all records, 
she continued, and added, in re- 
sponse to a question by Mooney, 
that there had been a steady in- 
crease recently in persons applying 
for treatment. 


Referring to attendants, she said 
some had as much as two years’ 
training as student nurses and 
neraly all had previous hospital 
training before employment at 
County Hospital. All of them are 
capable of administering hypoder- 
mics, she testified, referring to ear- 
lier testimony that untrained at- 
tendants gave this treatment. She 
added she knew of no case where a 
patient had suffered because of 
faulty administration of a hypoder- 
mic, nor of any case of incompe- 
tence on the part of attendants or 
nurses.

VANDENBERG PROPOSES 
INQUIRY ON PWA LEVIES 


Follows Hopkins Disclaiming 
of Responsibility for ‘Acts 
of Dumb Politicians.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 6.—A 
“small scandal now was better than 
a big stench later,” Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.) Michigan, last night 
proposed a nation-wide inyestiga- 
tion of reports that politicians were 
collecting campaign funds from 
relief workers. He made his pro- 


posal after Harry L. Hopkins, WPA 
Administrator, had disclaimed re- 
sponsibility “for the acts of dumb 
politicians” who solicit campaign 
contributions from WPA. workers. 
Hopkins’ statement was con- 
tained in a reply to a request from 
Vandenberg for an investigation 
of reports that the Democratic: 
County Committee in Indians 
County, Pennsylvania, was-using a 
blacklist threat to collect funds. 
Hopkins told Vandenberg that 
WPA did not “sanction collection 
of political funds” from its em- 
ployes, and made public a copy of 
a letter to the chairman of the 
Indiana County Committee censur- 
ing him for sending out letters ask- 
ing for contributions. 
“Sure It Will Be Welcomed.” 
“By the time Senator Rush Holt 
gets through with his disclosures 
of conditions in West Virginia, and 
further Indiana County situations 
show up,” Vandenberg told re- 
porters, “it will be perfectly obvious 
that a complete nation-wide inves- 
tigation should be made of this 
sort of exploitation of human mis- 
ery. I a msure it will be welcomed 
by Mr. Hopkins.” 
His reference to Senator Holt 
was based on the latter’s speeches 
in the Senate charging that the 
WPA director in West Virginia was 
using his job to campaign for the 
governorship. 
“Mr. Hopkins’ response to my 
letter about the Indiana County 
situation,” Vandenberg said, “was 
prompt in the first instance and 
sympathetic. 
“T readily concede that the 
matter of discipline is out of his 
hands. The political branch of the 
Government is responsible. The re- 
lief branch is the victim, not the 
perpetrator.” 

Letter to Vandenberg. 
In his letter to Vandenberg, 
Hopkins said: “On Feb. 28 you 
sent me a letter enclosing copy of 
an excerpt signed by Harry W. 
Fee, chairman, County Democratic 
Committee of Indiana County, 
Pennsylvania, in which you state 
“it would appear a reasonable de- 
duction that this pillage is a gen- 
eral practice.” 

“This assumption on your part 
obviously was not based on any 
knowledge of the facts; for in the 
case in point our office not only 
advised our employes that they 
need not contribute, but our Ad- 
ministrator who is responsible for 
this county told the employes ver- 
bally and in writing that their fail- 
ure to contribute would in no wise 
affect their jobs. 

“IT am sure you know that I 
cannot be held responsible for the 
acts of the dumb politicians who 
take it upon themselves to write 
letters to our. employes. 

“Carried Out to the Letter.” 

“I am responsible for protecting 
our staff and the workers from 
any ‘raiding’ on the part of any 
political party or their representa- 
tives. This I have done, and in 
this particular case our policy was 
carried out to the letter. 

“The politician who asked for 
the contributions was told in words 
of one syllable that our staff was 
under no obligation to contribute 
and that their jobs would be fully 
protected in case they did not con- 
tribute, and not one single per- 
son on this staff was removed 
from office because of his failure 
to contribute, nor will he be.”

Investigating Body at Clay- 
ton Hears Testimony by 
Auditor Employed to 
Check Official Accounts. 


$7371 FOUND IN 
FILING CABINET 


Cash Revealed by Clerk 
After Discovery Bank 
Account Lacked Funds It 
Should Have Contained. 


The St. Louis County grand jury, 
following the instruction of Circuit 
Judge Julius Nolte of Jan, 25 that 


among its duties was the investiga- 
tion of “the official acts of all »5f- 
ficers having charge of public 
funds,” turned its attention yester- 
day to the office of County Clerk 
Walter E. Miller. | 
During the afternoon session the 
grand jury heard Ray Schuessler, 
one of the auditors employed oy 
the County Court last year to make 
a check of the accounts in county 
offices. Afterwards, the investigat- 
ing body recessed until tomorrow 
morning. 

Money in Filing Cabinet. 

When the auditors checked Coun- 
ty Clerk Miller's bank records last 
summer, they reported finding that 
his accounts lacked about $7000 of 
the amount he should have. In 
Miller’s absence the auditors ques- 
tioned Chief Clerk Henry Ruck, 
who was quoted as saying that Mil- 
ler had about that amount accu- 
mulated in cash during the “bank 
scare” of 1933. 
The auditors sealed the safe in 
the County Clerk's office until Mil- 
ler’s return. At that time, they re- 
ported to the County Court, it con- 
tained $1111. The following day 
Ruck led them to a steel filing cab- 
inet in the vault which also housed 
the safe and produced $7371 which 
he was quoted as saying had been 
placed there in case of emergency. 
Listing the serial numbers of the 
bills, which were of $5, $10 and $20 
denominations, the auditors asked 
Federal Reserve agents to provide 
them with the date of issue of each 
bill. Only 10 certificates aggregat- 
ing less than $100 were found to 
have been issued before March 6, 
1933, when a bank holiday was de- 
clared by President Roosevelt, they 
reported. Most of the bills, they 
added, had been issued in 1934 and 
1935. 

Inquiry About Checks. 
Inquiry also was made by the 
auditors as to 11 checks for a total 
of $10,282, sent to County Clerk Mil- 
ler by the State Auditor from 1927 
to 1934, according to records at 
Jefferson City. Miller was quoted 
as saying the checks were due him 
for making up State income-tax 
books and that he was not obliged 
to account for them. A record of 
$1 other such checks, which had 
i been accounted for on the County 
|Clerk’s books, also was found in 
ithe office. 

The auditors also questioned the 
retention of fees for issuing hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses which 
amounted to $2129 in 1933 and $2108 
in 1934. It was pointed out that the 
licenses were issued by employes 
whose salaries were paid by the 
county. 

Discussing the audit, Miller de- 
nied any discrepancies existed in. 
his office, and contended that he 
was accountable only for a balance 
of funds at the time he made his 
annual report.

GO AFTER COUNTY J0B5 


Get Union Men to Agree to 
Accept Less Than Scale in 
Order to Obtain Business. 


A group of St. Louis heating con- 
tractors who employ union labor 
have arranged with their workmen 
to accept less than the union scale 
on jobs in St. Louis County where 
most residential construction is 
done by non-union labor, it is 
learned today 

The contractors, who say that 98 
per cent of the heating installations 
in the county are handled by non- 
union labor, agreed to go after jobs 
in the county and “take them for 
whatever we can get.” 

Until now they have been unable 
to get jobs in the county because 
their bids were higher than those 
of firms which employ non-union 
labor. If a contractor undertook a 
job with non-union labor in the 
county, he would be unable to get 
union employes to work for him in 
St. Louis.

The action recites that, after dis- 
covery of the alleged fraud, the 
Federal Government was successful 
in winning judgments. totaling $9,- 
282,561 against the Pan-American 
Petroleum Corporation. *

of the oil magnate; Robert M. 
Sands and Attorney Olin Wellborn 
Jr., executors of the Doheny estate.

Two of the Simms boys of Cleveland are scheduled to parade 
their boxing wares at the Auditorium tonight in a pair of headline 
bouts of a 44-round program promoted by the Jackson Johnson Post 


of the American Legion. 
Eddie Simms, the younger but 


better known, is down to oppose 
John Henry Lewis, Arizona Negro, 
world’s light-heavyweight cham- 
pion, in a 10-round contest which 
is the main attraction of the card, 

Frankie, Eddie’s brother, is to 
box Otis Thomas, Chicago Negro, 
in another 10-rounder. 

To the uninitiated, it would ap- 
pear that John Henry is taking a 
long chance in facing the Cleveland 
heavyweight. Not that Eddie is so 
good, but he is tough and rugged, 
and John Henry is scheduled to de- 
fend his title in a 15-round battle 
against Jeck McAvoy of England 
at Madison Square Garden, New 
York, just a week from tonight, 

McAvoy has been picked by ex- 
perts, including Jack Dempsey, to 
wrest the crown from Lewis, so it 
would seem offhand that Lewis is 
taking a real chance in opposing 
Simms so soon before his title bout. 

Simms a Rugged Fighter, 

Simms is not a great fighter, but 
he weighs about 195 pounds, at least 
10 more than Lewis will weigh. He 
is known for hia punching ability 
and his ruggedness. 

It will be recalled that Max Baer 
boxed Eddie a four-round exhibi- 
tion at Cleveland last year before 
appearing in St. Louis for a bout 
of the same length with Babe 
Hunt. Baer sported a black eye 
and a damaged hand, which he 
later blamed in part at least, for 
the loss of his heavyweight cham- 
pionship to Jim Braddock, Both 
were mementoes of his fight with 
Eddie Simms. 

Baer bitterly resented the fact 
that he had suffered so much dam- 
age in a “hundred dollar” fight, 
which meant little or nothing to 
him. 

Lewis faces the same chance of 
injury. He can gain little by a 
victory over Eddie and a defeat, 
particularly if accompanied by 
physical damage, may cost him a 
great deal.

CHARGES DAWES BANK LOAN 
FACTS WERE CONCEALED 


Stockholders’ Group Says Part of 
Money Was Used to Open 
New Depository.

CHICAGO, March 6.—Attorney 
Edward R. Johnston, representing 
certain stockholders of the defunct 
Central Republic Bank & Trust Co. 
in the Federal Court RFC, suit to 
collect $14,000,000, today defended 
bank oficers against fraud charges 
made by an attorney for another 
stockholders’ group. 

Attorney Johnston told Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson, “we do 
not impute that the facts show any 
fraud on. the part of directors of 
the old bank or the new” (the City 
National Bank & ‘I'rust Co.) 

Franklin J. Stransky, attorney 
for more than 1000 _ stockholders, 
yesterday said the defense was “to 
protect innocent stockholders who 
were victims of a transaction they 
could not stop ang who had no 
knowledge of what went on.” 

The final $50,000,000 of the RFC 
loan, totaling $80,000,000 Stransky 
said was illegal. He added there

Johnston said, “No stockholder 
was defrauded, and there is no jus- 
tification for Stransky’s charge of 
fraud.” 

Stockholders contended $50,000,- 
000 of the loan actually was used 
to open the new City National, of 
which Charles G. Dawes, former 
vice-president, is chairman. He wes 
also chairman of the old Central 
Republic.

Michigan Governor Assails wpe 
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were “many instances of a viola- 
tion of the statutes pertaining to 
the handling of school loans,” no 
specific cases were referred to and 
no indictments were returned. The 
grand jury added that there was 
“virtually a total ignorance and 
indifference on the part of the Su- 
perintendent of Schools to the ex- 
istence of these conditions.” 

Total of $120,000 Delinquent. 

The Post-Dispatch, following an 
examination of school loan records, 
disclosed last July 28 that as of 
Jan. 15, 1935, $120,000 of total loans 
of $301,675 made by former Coun- 
ty Courts—most of them to politi- 
cians and their relatives — were 
delinquent. 

Taxes were delinquent in many 
cases and the amount lent on some 
property was far in excess of the 
legal maximum of 50 per cent of its 
value. Many loans made several 
years ago showed no principal pay- 
ments and no steps had been taken 
to foreclose on property of delin- 
quent borrowers, although unpaid 
taxes and interest had accumulated 
for several years. 

An audit by Schuessler, Keller & 
Co., employed by the County Court, 
was made public last Nov. 18, citing 
numerous instances of failure by 
previous county courts to comply 
with the statutes and exercise dili- 
gence in making collections and 
maintaining proper insurance. 
While the loans were made for one- 
year terms, automatic renewal by 
the Court without any application 
by the borrower was found to be 
the practice. 

Grand Jury’s Report. 

“The Superintendent of Schools,” 
the grand jury report stated, citing 
an opinion of the Attorney-General, 
“should, by all means, see to it that 
these funds are properly and law- 
fully administered. Although it is 
not his duty to actually administer 
the funds, it is his unquestioned 
duty to see to it that they are law- 
fully administered. This cannot be 
done by a cursory annual examina- 
tion of total figures given him by 
some other official and unques- 
tioned by him. 

“The indolence and indifference 
with which the school funds have 
been handled in the past could have 
been made apparent years ago had 
the Superintendent of Schools ex- 
amined the loans and called the 
attention of the public to the bare 
facts regarding the condition of 
these loans. 

“This omission on the part of the 
Superintendent, whetlfer it arises 
from a construction of the statute 
contrary to the one expressed here- 
in, ignorance of his duties or an 
indifference or wanton neglect of 
those duties, has resulted in years 
of unchecked lending of these 
funds.” 

Russell Denies Negligence. 
Superintendent Russell, in dis- 
cussing the report, denied that he 
had been derelict in his duty and 
said he had kept a constant check 
on the loans since he took office in 
1915. 

Loans, he said, had been made to 
persons of “undoubted honesty,” 
and he approved the “policy of le- 
niency” durin ga period of finan- 
cial depression. 

The grand jury recommended 
that a court order be obtained to 
authorize distribution of the “T. R. 
Allen fund,’ an accumulation of 
$16,437 which had its origin in a 
$2787 school loan made to a man 
of that name in 1871. Incomplete 
records refer to a law suit in 1853 
as relating to Allen’s property, but 
for years county officials have 
been content to permit the money 
to be held with the funds of the 
county, not knowing to which 
school district it belonged.

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PIANIST HOFMANN ON 
MUSIC APPRECIATION 


In City for Two Concerts, He 
Says Radio Is Increas- 
ing Interest. 


Josef Hofmann, one of the 
world’s great pianists, whe is play- 
ing the Schumann cencerto with 
the 8t. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
this afternoon and tomorrow night 
at the Municipal Auditorium, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that he has found appreciation of 
good music spreading rapidly ip 
this country during the last decade. 

On his present tour of 40 cities, 
he is WD i in places which 10 or 
15 years ago could not have mar- 
tialed enough musical interest to 


finance a recital by him, he said.. 


He played in such cities as Waeo 
and Denton, Tex., and Little Rock, 
Ark., for the first time on this trip, 
although he has been touring the 
country annually since 1912. Radio 
has a lot to do with the widened 
interest, he thought. 

As-a good example of what he 
meant, he related that at Denton, 
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Josef Hofmann Rehearses

a farmer who had attended his re- 
cital in working clothes, came _ to 
see him afterwards and told him he 
had first heard him in. a_ radio 
broadcast from England last No- 
vember and had wanted to see him 
and hear him play in person ever 
since. 
Pianist Short and Stocky. 

Hofmann, in appearance, doesn’t 
follow the popular conception of the 
piano virtuoso. His body is ex- 
tremely short, and stocky, and his 
hands, although square and power- 
ful, have stubby fingers, ordinarily 
a handicap to a pianist. His head 
is more military than that of the 
artist, with a square jaw and deep- 
elefted chin, thinning gray hair of 
ordinary length and small shrewd 
light blue eyes, which twinkle occa- 
sionally. 

His rehearsal with the orehestra 
yesterday was exemplary in its ef- 
ficiency, smoothness, and absence 
of display of temperament. He 
merely played through the concerto 
once with the orchestra, and Con- 
ductor Viadimir Golschmann had 
to stop him only three or four times 
to adjust the tempo of the oréhes- 
trat. He did not even confer with 
Golschmann before playing. 

His wife, an attractive red-haired 
woman of 29 years, who was once 
his pupil and whom he married 
after divorcing his first wife, 
watched him from a seat in the 
dark auditorium. 

Keyboard for Short Fingers. 

Talking afterward in his dressing 


room, ‘he explained the especially | im 


constructed keyboard he uses he- 
cause of his short fingers. The keys 
are only minutely narrower, one- 
eighth of an inch for an octave, 
but it makes a lot of difference 
to him. : 

He is an inventor as well as 
pianist, and has workshops at his 
homes outside Phiiadelphia, in 
Aiken, 8. C:, and Camden, Me., 
where he relaxes when not touring. 
He has more than 60 patents on his 
inventions, Seme of them, such as 
his pneumatic air springs and hy- 
draulic snubbers for automobiles 
have been marketed and widely 
used and have brought him a com- 
fortable outside income. 

At present he is working on a de- 
yice for amplifying the piano, to 
be placed inside the instruments, 
fer use in large halls like the Op- 
era house, In a large auditorium 
he finds notes become short and 
sharp “like a banjo” and die very 
quickly, To overcome this, he in- 
stinctively plays louder, and that 
changes the expression of his mu- 
sic, 

His Compositions, 

“A composer and an inventor are 
alike,” he said, “in that they both 
must have imagination and vision, 
with a basic knowledge, of courge, 
of mechanics and mathematics,” 
He has himself composed chiefly 
four piano concertos. 

He is quick and energetic. He 
recently played six concerts in six 
nights in Texas, but thought it 
improved rather than harmed his 
playing. “It helped me te correct 
deficienojes in expression and 
technique,” he explained, “Even if 
the audience is satisfied, I am not. 
I am one who believes one cannot 
remain static, but must either im- 
prove or go backward.” 

He began playing the piono by 

ear 56 years ago at the age of 3% 
his 
first recital in Warsaw at 5, and 
started touring. He was a senga- 
tion in this country. It has often 
been printed that his health broke 
down under the strain of 52 con- 
certs on a tour. That wasn't so, 
he gaid. A wealthy New Yorker of- 
fered him $50,000 so he could go 
back to Poland and study, and to 
accept the offer and break his con- 
tract it was necessary to have the 
Bociety for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children intervene. He said 
emphatically that he is in favor of 
child prodigies being allowed to 
play in concert, “It keeps their 
interest and imagination at high 
pitch. I know when I went back 
|% Poland, my parents had to keep 
after me to get me to practice.” 

Seldom Practices. 

He seldom practices now, usually 
does not rise until 3 or ¢ p. m. if 
he is playing a night concert, and 
eats only a light meal before it. Al- 


though he is lavish with encores 
at recitals, he has not given one in 
20 years when playing with orches- 
tra, because he belieyes that after 
a concerto, a short encore comes 
as an anti-climax, disrupts the 
structure of the program and robs 
the audience of its mood. 

He had two sons by his second 
marriage, Anton, 10, and Edward, 
5. Both are being given musical 
educations, but have not shown 
genius. The elder wants to become 
an aviator. 

Hoffmann, although not tempera- 
mental, oecasionaly, has quick out- 
bursts of anger, his wife said. One 
occurred yesterday morning when 
the pianist and his wife went to 
the desk clerk of a downtown hotel] 
and asked for the rooms he had 
reserved. “Nothing for you,” said 
the clerk casually. “What show 
are you with?” Hofmann turned 
around and walked out, and went 
to another hotel.

In the recent night raids 
they have been sent into the air, 
but to no purpose—and they might 
just as well have remained on the 
ground.” 

Death from the skies — rained 
down from 51 slow-moving Zeppe- 
lines On darkest nights and from 
52 German plane attacks, some even 
in midday—killed 1414 persons and 
inflicted material damage of $7,- 
637,925. The Zeppelins dropped 5806 
bombs, killing 557 persons, while 
2772 bombs from planes took 857 
lives, 

These figures cover all England. 
London alone experienced seven 
Zeppelin raids and 18 airplane bom- 
bardments, in which 594 were killed 
and 1708 injured, Paris, by compar- 
ison, was attacked only twice by 
Zeppelins and 44 times by planes, 
with a loss of 278 killed and 636 
wounded, 

“Is is estimated,” says the offi- 
cial report, “that 500 German air- 
planes tried to reach Paris, and the 
fact that so few succeeded is 
ascribed to the difficulties of ap- 
proach and departure. 

“The German pilots had to cross 
the allied lines on their inward and 
outward journeys. They could not 
escape immediate detection, and 
the warning was such that there 
was usually ample time to deal with 
them during some part of their 
journey. It was not possible for 
them, as in England, to come in 
over one part of the coast and go 
out over another.” 

Explaining the “overwhelming 
justification on military grounds,” 
the report says: 

“What mattered from the purely 
military viewpoint was the diver- 
sion of men and material to the 
home defense”’—that is, the draw- 
ing of badly-needed men and equip- 
ment from the front lines to cope 
with German raiders at home. 

Contrast in Forces. 

A total of 660 officers, 3639 men 
and 315 nurses were engaged in 
home air defense—in striking con- 
trast to the fact that the German 
raiding forces never exceeded 27 
machines. 

Moreover, says the report, “there 
were occasions when barrage fire 
was employed during which 20,000 
rounds or more of anti-aircraft am- 
munition were fired in one attack, 
at a cost exceeding the material 
damage inflicted by the enemy 
bombs. 

“As the life of a three-inch gun 
was only some 1500 rounds, the 
wastage of guns was at the rate 
of 13 or 14 for each attack,” 

When an attack was in progress, 
at least 75 per cent of the munition 
workers {n areas, warned of the en- 
emy'’s approach, hurried to  dis- 
stant safety—thus slowing up Brit- 
ain’s production of munitions for 
her fighting forces at the front.

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HEARING ON CONTINUATION 
OF FREIGHT SURCHARGES 


Witness Tells How One Road 
Eliminated Increases to Meet 
Truck Competition. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
efforts of railroads to meet truck 
competition in certain térritory 
by cutting freight rates were de- 
scribed today at an Interstate Com- 
merce Commission hearing. 

The hearing was on an applica- 
tion of Class 1 railroads to con- 
tinue indefinitely emergency freight 
surcharges estimated to yield ad- 
ditional revenue of $104,500,000 an- 
nually and scheduled to expire 
July 1. 

L. T. Wilcox, freight traffic man- 
ager of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
testified he had been “disturbed” 
when the surcharges were author- 
ized last spring “lest the increases 
would divert traffic to trucks.” 

He said he kept a careful watch 
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on effects of the surcharges and 
found that in many cases it was 
necessary to eliminate them to meet 
truck competition. In some in- 
stances “it was necessary to go 
even further than that and review 
basic charges.” As a result of 
these adjustments, he said, there 
had been no more than “normal 
diversion to trucks” during the last 
year. 


Paris Students Prevent Lecture.

PARIS, March 6~-A crowd of 
fighting and shouting students pre- 
vented Prof. Gaston Jeze, former 
legal adviser to Emperor Haile 
Selassie, from lecturing again to- 
day to his law clascses at the 
University of Paris.

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' REPUBLICANS 
CONCENTRATE ON ROOSEVELT 


Agree Not to Attack New Deal 
and “Brain Trust,” But Put 
Burden On President. 

By the Associated Presa, 

CHICAGO, March 6.—Republican 
“grass roots” leaders predicted yes- 
terday they would carry the mid- 
western farm belt in November if 


the party made its campaign a di- 
rect attack on President Roosevelt. 

A “decided shift” in sentiment 
away from the New Deal was 
claimed by Republican chairmen 
and committeemen from 15 states, 
but they said the President retained 
his personal popularity in the 
minds of many who “think the 
Roosevelt heart is in the right 
place, but that he is being misled 
by his advisers.” 

To offset this sentiment, the 
leaders agreed the campaign should 
be directed “not at the New Deal, 
not at the Brain Trust, but at the 
President himself.” 


“The President appointed the 
brain trusters, and he can remove 
them at will,” declared G. W. Dal- 
ton of Poplar Bluff, Mo., chairman 
of the Missouri Republican Com- 
mittee at a conference called to 
perfect the party machinery in the 
Midwest. 

Although no formal action was 
taken, the conference was unani- 
mously agreed on the need of a 
campaign that would place full re- 
sponsibility for all New Deal activ- 
ities on the Roosevelt shoulders 
alone, 


Federal Air Traffic Officer.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—A spe- 


cial officer to control air traffic 
was named today by the Bureau of 
Air Commerce. Earl F. Ward of 
Berwyn, Ill., the new official, will 
be in charge of working out initial 
regulations designed to keep planes 
in courses, to avoid collisions and 
landing conflicts.

VEGETABLE PLATE 
IS SEASONAL 


Consider Textures and Colors 
and Turn Out a Pleasing 
Combination. 


You have heard the age-old com- 
bination for the bride that brings 
luck as something old and some- 
thing new, something borrowed and 


something blue, and if that same 
bride will want to help her luck 
along she will soon try to learn 
the combination for a vegetable 
plate that will bring her praise 
from her new husband. 

Lighter Foods. 

With the waning of winter we 
make an effort to discard some of 
the heavier dishes. In fact even 
now we are beginning to introduce 
grandmother's old standby spring 
tonic of stewed rhubarb. Vegetable 
plates are coming in again with 
the changing of the season but the 
successful vegetable plate must be 
more than just a conglomeration 
of various vegetables. 

Where the eye must be pleased 
as well as the palate and textures 
and colors considered as they are 
in vegetable plates it is advisable 
to remember . this combination: 
Serve something boiled, something 
baked,. something creamed and 
something fried. This insures va- 
riety of color, texture and flavor 
and will suit every taste. 

Combinations ‘Endless. 

The vegetable combinations are 
endless and range from the ones 
which are simple and easy to those 
which require time and patience to 
prepare. Vegetables are cooked 
separately and arranged on the 
platter. Often eggs or cheese are 
used and sometimes green peppers, 
onions or tomatoes are stuffed with 
a highly seasoned mixture and 
topped with grated cheese. 

For the fried or broiled vege- 
table we have found that fritters 
of some sort, besides bringing a 
different texture to the general en- 
semble rather supply the illusion 
of meat. 

Peas au Gratin. 

One No. 2 can peas. 

Six tablespoons cream. 

One-half cup grated cheese. 

Paprika, salt and pepper. 

Drain the liquid from the peas 
and boil down to about half. Add 
the peas, then spread out in a but- 
tered glass baking dish. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and pour over 
the cream. Cover with grated 
cheese and dust with paprika. Place 
under broiler flame or in a very 
hot oven until the cheese melts and 
browns and the cream bubbles. This 
amount serves five or six. 

Sauted Cabbage With Cream. 

One head white cabbage. 

One cup cream or milk. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One tablespoon flour. 

Black pepper. 

Salt to taste. 

Cut the cabbage in quarters and 
blanche in hot water for about 10 
minutes. Drain and put in very 
cold water. Drain again, chope fine 
and put into a saucepan with two 
tablespoons butter, salt and pep- 
per to taste. Blend the flour well 
with a little milk and then add 
gradually the remaining cream or 
milk. Add this to the cabbage, mix 
well and let all cook for three- 
quarters of an hour or an hour 
until done. Serve hot. 

Corn Stuffed Peppers. 

Four green peppers. 

Three cups cooked corn. 

One-half cup bread crumbs. 

One whole egg. 

Two tablespoons chopped celery. 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

One teaspoon chopped onion. 

One-third teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Wash peppers, cut off tops and 
discard white membrane and seeds. 
Miz together the corn and bread 
crumbs, the celery, parsley and 
onion. Add the seasonings and 
then the well beaten egg. Stuff 
the peppers, set them in a small 
pan or baking dish and add one- 
third cup of water. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 35 or 
40 minutes. 

. Sugared Beets. 

Four hot boiled beets. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Skin the beets and cut in thin 
slices. Add the butter, sugar and 
salt. Reheat for serving. 

Cauliflower With Mushrooms. 

One head cauliflower, boiled. 

One cup fresh mushrooms) 
chooped. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespons flour. 

One-half cup milk or cream. 

Salt and pepper. 

Spearate the cauliflower into 
flowerets. Melt two tablespoons of 
butter, add one cup mushroom 
liquor or water, mushrooms and 
simmer for five minutes. Add the 
cream. Melt remaining butter, add 
flour and pour on mushroom mix- 
ture. Stir, bring to the boiling 
point and season. Pour over cauli- 
flower and serve. 


Tuna Fish and Celery Souffle. 

Combine one cup thinly sliced cel- 
ery, one cup hot water, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, one. 
salt, one-half cup milk and four 
tablespoons minute tapioca in top 
of double boiler and cook 15 min- 
utes or until tapioca is clear and 
mixture thickened, stirring fre- 
quently. Cool, add three beaten 
egg yolks and one cup flaked tuna 
fish. Fold in three stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Turn into greased 
baking dish. Place in pan of hot 
water and bake in a moderate oven 
until firm (about 40 or 45 minutes).

Carbohydrates, Proteins 
And Fats Give Energy

Burned in the Body Tissues, These Chemical | 
Compounds Keep the Body

Going. 


The human body is a sort of en- 
gine. An engine must be well built 
and kept in good condition, and 
it must be suppled with power, or 
energy to keep it going. The auto- 
mobile engine gets its power by 
burning gasoline as fuel. The hu- 
man engine gets its energy by 
burning its food, or, rather, by 
burning in the body tissues those 
substances in food which can be 
burned. Those substances are the 
chemical compounds known as 
carbohydrates, fats and proteins. 


All foods contain one or more of 
these compounds. But the foods we 
rely on as “energy foods” are those 
that contain the most carbohy- 
drate, or the most fat, or both. 

In tefms of the well-planned fam- 
ily dinner, then, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
we use for their carbohydrates, 
breadstuffs and cereals of all 
kinds, potatoes, sweet potatoes and 
sugar. For fats we use butter,

Starches and Sugars. 


The important carbohydrates for 
body fuel are the starches and su- 
gars. In the process of digestion 
all these carbohydrates are con- 
verted into the simple sugar, glu- 
cose. The glucose is absorbed into 
the blood and carried to all the 
body tissues, to be burned as need- 
ed for energy, or stored for future 
use. It is stored in two ways. In 
the liver and to some extent in the 
muscles, it is converted into glyco- 
gen, or “animal starch,” and stored 
there until needed, when it is con- 
verted back into glucose and taken 
up by the blood again. When we 
eat more starch or sugar than is 
used for energy or stored &s glyco- 
gen, the rest is for the most part 
converted into fat and stored in 
the body tissues. 

The starchy foods are more im- 
portant in the diet than sugar be- 
cause they always contain other 
food substances, and, therefore, 
Save more than one body need. In 
fact, some of the starchy vegeta- 
bles and the whole grains contain 
important proteins, minerals and 
vitamins. Pure sugar and pure fat 
have energy value only. Plants 
store up starch in their seeds 
(grains, bean, peas), and in their 
roots (root vegetables.) 


Starch in Green Fruit. 


There is starch in the’ green 
fruits, also, but this turns to sugar 
as the fruit ripens. Each grain 
and. vegetable has its own charac- 
teristic starch, by the way, with 
granules of different size and shape, 
so that wheat starch, corn starch, 
potato starch, rice starch, and all 
the rest are distinctly different in 
appearance under the miscroscope 
(and have different values for laun- 
dry purposes, too). Chemically, 
however, they are all the same car- 
bohydrate, and have the same food 
value, no matter which grain or 
vegetable they may come from. And 
starch does not dissolve in water; a 
fact worth remembering when 
thickening a sauce. 

Sugar, on the other hand, which 
does dissolve in water, is found in 
the juice or sap of plants and trees, 
and in their fruit, also in milk. And 
there are, chemically speaking, five 
different sugars in the common 
foods. In the juice or sap of the 
sugar cane, sorghum, the _ sugar- 
maple tree, and the sugar beet, the 
sugar is sucrose. All our table su- 
gar, then is sucrose. In fruits and 
in honey the principal sugar is 
fructose or levulose, often called 
fruit sugar, which is the sweetest 
of all. Both fruits and vegetables 
contain glucose. One other sugar, 
maltose, is found in sprouting, or 
malted, grains. Milk sugar is called 
lactose. 

High Energy Value. 


Sugar in crystalline form (gran- 
ulated or powdered) or in syrup is 
highly concentrated, so much s0 
that a teaspoonful eaten alone may 
be cloying, and sufficient to take 
away the appetite. It has, of 
course, high energy values, but it 
has nothing else except its flavor. 
And there, authorities tell us, is 
the best use for sugar in the diet 
as flavoring. That is what sweet- 
ness is—a flavor, very desirable 
when rightly used. The discriminat- 
ing cook adds just enough sugar to 
bring out a contraast with other 
flavors in the food she is prepar- 
but too much sugar obscures 
other flavors. As for candies and 
sweets in general, they should come, 
as they usually do, at the end of 
the meal, after the other foods 
have satisfied the ‘body’s need for 
such essentials as protein, miner- 
als and vitamins. Bread, vegeta- 
bles and fat will have supplied en- 
ergy. 

Fats, as well as sweets, are con- 
centrated foods. 
bohydrates, however, they are 
found throughout the animal king- 
dom, and to some extent in the 
vegetable kingdom, too. We have 
fat in concentrated form in but- 
ter, margarine, salad oil, and the 
various cooking fats. Lard is pure 
fat. 30 are cottonseed oil, corn oil, 
and peanut oil. Butter and mar- 
garine are largely fat. Olives and 
most of the nuts contain a high 
percentage of fat. There is fat in 
all meats, in eggs, fish, and in 
milk, 

As with the sugars and syrups, 
we cannot eat much concentrated 
fat. We spread the butter on our 
bread, we season foods with fat, 
we use it for shortening bread and 
pastry dough, we add the oil or 
mayonnaise dressing to the salad 
of vegetables or fruits. All this 
because we do not and should not 
use by themselves such concen- 
trated fats as butter, lard and 
salad oil. For the same reason, 
the good cook, when she fries any- 
thing, is careful to have it crisp 
and comparatively dry inside, not 
soggy with grease,

UPSIDE DOWN CAKES 


TAKE A NEW TURN 


Different Kinds of Fruits or 
Jellies Make This Tasty 
Dessert. 


Perhaps you never felt that the 
inventor of “upside-down” cakes 
deserved any votes of thanks, but 
after having eaten some of this 
dessert you will agree that it is an 
interesting innovation in the way 
of something new to serve. 

This cake is a kind of cross be- 
tween a cake and a pudding and it 
may be accompanied by the usual 
pudding sauce or, where a richer 
dessert is required, it may be piped 
with whipped cream. Pineapple is 
no longer the only fruit used in 
this delightful dessert. Inventive 
cooks have found that other fruits 
and even jellies make _ subtle 
changes in the flavor of the cake. 

The technique has undergone no 
appreciable change. Where a round 
cake is preferred the skillet is 
used. The square cake pan turns 
out a cake that is more cake than 
pudding since the mixture bakes a

HERE ARE SOME AMUSING 
NAMES FOR DIFFERENT 
DISHES 


E have always been in- 

trigued by place names for 

various foods and dishes, 
and by way of sharing some- 
thing both amusing and inter- 
esting we are passing on these 
Pennsylvania-Dutch names of 
dishes. 

The Pennsylvania Dutch, so- 
called now, were the German 
settlers in Pennsylvania. The 
names they gave to their fa- 
vorite foods are corruptions of 
German terms and you may be 
able to figure out how a quiv- 
ering gelatine dish might be 
called “shakes” or “tzitterly” in 
Pro-German, meaning some- 
thing nervous, 

Rivvel soup is made of egg, 
flour, milk and doughballs, and 
is crumb soup to us, while 
“flypaper cake” is a kind of in- 
verted oversize cinnamon bun. 
The name that takes the prize 
is the one for a concoction of 
potatoes, parsley and cooked 
meat inclosed in dough packets 
and called “Boova Shankel,” or 
boys’ legs. 


is delicious with its old favorite, 
cabbage or with green beans, spin- 
ach, scalloped tomatoes or potatoes. 

Cold sliced corned beef is deli- 
cious, too. Keep the can in the 
refrigerator so that it will be pos- 
sible to slice it wafer thin. Try it 
with fresh vegetable salad, hot bis- 
cuits and a quick dessert for a hur- 
ry-up supper, or serve it with 
creamed cauliflower and fresh to- 
mato slices for a hot lunch. 

You can make your own corned 
beef hash if you like, but why 
not buy it already prepared? The 
same meat goes: into the ready- 
canned product, the same amount 
of potatoes as you would use your- 
self and the seasoning has been 
done with the utmost care and 
after extensive tests to. produce a 
flavor which is perfectly blended.

Cut mushrooms in large slices and 
cover with cold, salted water for 15 
minutes. Rinse in fresh water and 
drain. Season mushrooms with 
salt, pepper and sweet paprika and 
saute in four tablespoons butter un- 
til tender.

In a large 
pot of boiling water place one tea- 
spoon salt and the noodles and boil 
until noodles are tender. Drain, 
rinse noodles lightly with hot wa- 
ter and drain again.

THESE SOFT HUMPY DROP

For some reason, soft, humpy 
drop cookies seem to appeal to chil- 


rden. Here is a ginger cookie that 
goes well with the after-school glass 
of milk: 
Soft Ginger Cookies. 

One cup shortening. 7 
One cup: sugar. 
One egg. 
Three-fourths 
milk. 

Three-fourths tablespoon vinegac. 

One-half cup molasses. 

Three cups flour. 

Two teaspoons soda. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teapoon ginger. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Combine the milk and vinegar. 
Cream together the sugar and short- 
ening and then add the egg, well 
beaten, and the molasses. Beat well. 
Add the soured milk. Sift together 
the flour, salt, soda and spices, and 
mix with the other ingredients. 
Drop from a teapoon onto an oiled 
or greased baking sheet. Bake for 
about 15 minutes in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees). This amount 
makes five dozen cookies,

SERVE DOUBLE-DECK 
‘MEALS AS CHANGE 


Fried Hash Topped With Egg 
and Sauce Will Appeal 
to Family. 


How would a “double deck din- 
ner” strike your fancy for a new 
and interesting idea for tonight’s 
menu? The “double deckers” are 
made from corned beef hash, cut in 
slices, fried crisply brown and 


served one on top of the other with 
an egg and pickle sauce between 
in a thick creamy layer. 

Two one-pound cans of hash pro- 
vide 10 good slices and serve five 
generous portions. The servings 
may look pretty big to you when 
you see the platter, but they'll dis- 
appear in no time, once tasted. 

Sauce Is Subtle. 

The sauce is the subtle touch to 
this dish. You know how good 
eggs taste with hash—and you've 
eaten sweet pickles with it, too. 
Add them together in this rich 
white sauce carefully seasoned with 
some mustard (either dry or pre- 
pared) and a bit of Worcestershire 
sauce if you have it—and the re- 
sult is quite perfect. For a family 
of three—you can make six smaller 
slices from one can of hash with 
equally good results. Keep the cans 
in the refrigerator before using. 
They will be chilled and easy to 
slice. Open both ends of the can 
if you want it to slide out smooth 
and whole. 

Stress Vegetables. 

Since hash contains both meat 
and potatoes in adequate propor- 
tions, the rest of the menu wants 
to stress the green vegetables and 
salads. I'd like to suggest some 
glazed carrots, buttered asparagus 
or green beans and an easy fruit 
and vegetable salad. 

Here is menu built around hash: 

Menu. 
Grapefruit juice 
Corned beef hash—Egg and pickle 
sauce 
Buttered asparagus tips 
Glazed whole carrots 
Cloverbloom butter 
Pineapple letutce salad 
French dressing 
Cherry cobbler Cherry sauce 
Coffee Cream 
Corned Beef Hash. 
(With Egg and Pickle Sauce.) 

Two one-pound cans corned beef 
hash. 

One cup evaporated milk. 

One cup water. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

Four tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon dry mustard. 

Two hard cooked eggs. 

Eight sweet pickles (gherkins). 

One-half green pepper. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 

Chill contents of cans. Open both 
ends and push contents out whole. 
Slice each can into five slices. Place 
a little lard or butter in fying pan, 
and fry corned beef hash slices to a 
golden brown on both sides. Serve 
two slices together like a sandwich 
with a generous portion of sauce 
between. Top with a strip of green 


pepper.

Sauce. 

In top of double boiler, melt the 
better, add the flour and stir in the 
milk and water mixed. Stir until 
thickened and season with salt, mus- 
tard and Worcestershire sauce, add 
eggs, cooked hard, peeled and sliced, 
and pickles cut into small pieces 
and the pepper chopped fine. Allow 
to heat before serving over hash. 

Garnish platter of hash with hot 
asparagus tips run through green 
pepper rings. 


WHITE BREAD 


One cup half and half water and 
milk. 

One cake compressed yeast, 

One tablespoon sugar, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon shortening. 

About one quart flour. 

Scald the milk and water separ- 
ately. Combine them and remove 
one-fourth cup of. the liquid. Add 
the butter, salt and sugar to the 
remaining hot liquid and. let cool 
until lukewarm. When the reserved 
one-fourth cup liquid is lukewarm 
crumble into it the yeast cake and 
when thoroughly dissolved add to 
the first mixture, also lukewarm. 
Stir in the flour and mix until the 
dough is thoroughly blended and 
clears the sides of the bowl in mix- 
ing. 

Turn out onto a board and knead 
until the dough is elastic and small 
white blisters may be seen on the 
surface. Let stand covered (where 
it is about 80 degrees Fahrenheit) 
until double in bulk. Punch down 
and shape into a loaf. Place in a 
greased pan. Brush lightly with 
butter. Cover again, and let stand 
until again double in bulk. Bake 
until well risen at 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit, then turn the heat to 
350 degrees Fahrenheit and let bake 
until done. Makes one loaf. 


HOLLANDAISE SAUCE 


Four egg yolks. 

One-half cup butter, melted. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Three-quarters cup boiling water. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Few grains cayenne. 

Directions: Beat egg yolks, grad- 
ually add melted butter, seasonings, 
and boiling water. Fut into top 
part of double boiler and cook over 
water until sauce thickens; remove 
immediately from fire, as too much 
heat causes Hollandaise to separate. 
Stir in lemon juice and serve. If

LEMON CHIFFON PIE 


Three eggs, separated. 

Two-thirds cup sugar. 

Four tablespoons flour. 

One and one-third cups milk. 

Juice of two lemons. 

Baked pastry shell. 

Beat the egg yolks in the top of a 
double boiler, then add the sugar, 
flour and milk. Cook with fre- 
quent stirrings until the mixture 
begins to thicken. Then add the 
lemon juice and continue cooking, 
with constant stirring, until thick 
and smooth. Remove from. the 
burner and fold in the stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Pour the filling at 
once into a baked pastry shell and 
brown in a quick oven. 


RICE WITH CURRY SAUCE 

Two cups boiled rice 

One cup tomatoes 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

One-half teaspoon curry powder 

One-half cup grated cheese 

Add all ingredients except the 
cheese to the rice and simmer until 
the mixture is thick.

A Shoulder or Ribs Will Pro- 
vide Palatable Roasts 
for Family. 


This weather is excellent weath- 
er. Pork roast with apple sauce, 
baked sweet potatoes, squash and 
apple butter, since mounting appe- 
tites demand bigger meals and 
greater variety. Pork is one of the 
favorite ‘meats. 

First choice of pork roasts would 
undoubtedly be a fresh ham or a 
loin roast of pork, but it’s great to 
know that you can have a delicious 
roast at about half the price of 
those choicest cuts, and one which 
will have the identical delicate fla- 
vor and perfect tenderness. 

Shoulder Inexpensive. 
A shoulder of pork is moderately 


‘priced and makes a perfect roast. 


Because of the distribution of fat 
and the youngness of the meat, any 
cut of pork can be roasted just 
like the loin. The method of roast- 
ing either the loin or shoulder is 
as simple as frying chops. Just 
place it fat side up in any shallow 
pan, salt it, slip it into a 350-degree 
oven. Let it cook without further 
attention for 30 minutes to the 
pound, By no means cover the pan 
or add any water if you want the 
choicest, brownest roast. Add sour 
glazed tart apples, or fried apples 
slices to the platter for both deco- 
ration and perfect flavor combina- 


tion. 
Ribs Make a Roast 

Spare ribs, too, make a handsome 
roast. Usually you think of boiling 
this inexpensive cut with cabbage 
or kraut, but here’s how to make 
it into a Sunday roast: 

Secure two small sides of spare 
ribs, preferably one right and one 
left. Place one side on a wire rack 
in a baking pan, heap it with a well 
seasoned bread dressing (onion and 
gage seasoning if you like it) and 
place the other side of ribs on top. 
You can secure the two pieces of 
meat together at the sides with a 
trussing or darning needle and 
string. Bake this roast just exactly 
like a loin or shoulder—figuring its 
weight after it is stuffed. This roast 
is sliced between the rib bones. 

If you’re specially fond of a bar- 
becue flavor, you'll like to try these 
barbecued spare ribs, too. 

Barbecued Spare Ribs. 

Cut spare ribs into pieces the 
size of individual servings or small- 
er. Flour and brown thoroughly 
on both sides in a little meat fat. 
Transfer the browned meat to a 
casserole or covered baking dish 
and add one-half cup of catsup 
and one-half cup of water (for two 
pounds of meat) and one table- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce. A lay- 
er of sliced onions may be added 
before adding the catsup. Let the 
product bake in a slow oven for 
about one hour or until the meat 
is very tender. Serve in the casse- 
role. 

Roast Shoulder of Pork 
(With Glazed Apples.) 

Place a shoulder roast of pork 
weighing four-five pounds in an 
open roasting pan with fat side up. 
Add one teaspoon salt to each 
pound of meat and sprinkle with 
pepper. Place in a 350-degree oven 
and let roast for 30 minutes to the 
pound. Add no water or flour to 
the meat and do not cover the pan. 

Glazed Apples. 


Cut three large, red tart apples) 
Pour | 


in half crosswise and core. 
one can of pineapple juice into a 
saucepan and add one-half cup sug- 
ar. Bring to a boil and add the 
apples, cut surface down. Let sim- 
mer gently until apples are tender 
and juice is boiled down to half its 
original amount. Serve hot or cold 
with pork roast, 


OYSTER FANCIERS STILL HAVE 
TIME FOR FAVORITE DISH 


While the oyster season is on 
the wane, there are still enough 
oysters on the market to indulge 
the fanciers. This recipe for dev- 
iled oysters makes a good lunch- 
eon or supper dish. 

Deviled Oysters. 

Take one pint oysters, add a lit- 
tle water and boil until plump. Re- 
move tough muscles from the oys- 
ters, 
which the oysters were boiled. Melt 
three tablespoons butter, add three 
tablespoons flour and stir until well 
blended; then pour on gradually, 
while. stirring constantly, sufficient 
of the oyster liquid to make one 
cup. Bring to boiling point, season 
with one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon mustard, dash of 
cayenne, and one teaspoon of lemon 
juice. Add the oysters, and as 
soon as heated, add the yolk of 
one egg and one teaspoon of finely 
chopped parsley. 


PEACH CUSTARD 


One cup milk. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

One egg yolk. ‘ 

One-fourth teaspoon vanilla. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Six halves peaches. 

One egg white and one table- 
spoon sugar. 

Heat the milk; add the sugar and 
a pinch of salt. Pour the mixtures 
slowly over the beaten egg yolk 
and cook in a double boiler. Stir 
the mixture constantly until it coats 
the spoon. The water in the lower 
part of the double boiler should not 
boil, as over-heating will cause the 
custard to curdle. If by chance the 
custard starts to curdle, remove the 
top of the double boiler from the 
water, place .t in a pan of cold wa- 
ter, and beat the mixture with an

Pastel Jelly Frosting. 

One-half cup jelly (any tart fla- 
vor). 

One egg white (unbeaten). 

Pinch of salt. 

Place jelly in bowl and set over 
boiling water. Add egg white and 
salt. 

Beat with ‘otary egg beater until 
jelly is free from lumps. 

Remove from boiling water and 
continue beating until mixture is 
stiff enough to stand in peaks. 

Spread on cakes; garnish with 
hits of clear jelly, if you wish. 
Serve at once. Makes enough frost- 
ing to cover top and sides of 8x8x2 
inch cake, or about two dozen cup 
cakes. 

Cinnamon jelly is easy to make— 
it would be a shame not to have 
a few jars on hand for frostings. 

Cinnamon Jelly. 

Five and one-half cups sugar. 

Three cups of water. 

One-half pound red cinnamon 
candies. 

One bottle fruit pectin. 

Measure sugar, watc-r, and cinna- 
mon candies into a large saucepan. 
Mix. Bring to a boil and, when can- 
dies are dissolved, add the pectin. 
Stir constantly. Bring to a full roll- 
ing boil and boil hard for one-half 
minute. Remove from fire, skim 
and pour quickly. Paraffin at once. 
This recipe fills about nine jelly 
glasses. 


Spice Cake. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs beaten. 

One and three-fourths cups flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon galt. 

One teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon clovés. 

One teaspoon nutmeg. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

Cream shortening and sugar to- 
gether. Add eggs; mix well. Mix 
and sift flour, salt, soda and spices; 
add alternately with milk to first 
mixture. Pour into a greased loaf 
pan, Bake in a moderate oven (325 
degrees) 50 minutes or until done. 
Spread with current jelly “pastel 
frosting.”

PROPOSED 10 REALTY MEN 


Taxation Suggestions Said to Have 
Come From Kansas City 
Exchange. 

Plans for a State constitutional 
amendment or amendments, affect- 
ing taxation, have been presented 
to officers of the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange. The proposals are 
understood to have originated with 
the Kansas City Real Estate Ex- 

change. 

So far as could be learned today, 
the proposals have not been passed 
on by the board of directors of the 
St. Louis Exchange, which has the 
power to commit the organization 
to such a program. Officers of 
the Exchange refused to talk of the 
matter. 

Reduction of the tax rates on real 
estate, and increase of other tax 
rates, such as the State income and 
sales taxes, are contemplated in the 
proposals. Another feature is a 
limitation on apportionment of 
State funds to public schools. To 
place a constitutional proposal on 
the ballot in next November's State 
election, circulation of initiative 
petitions would be necessary. The 
Legislature, meeting in 1937, could 
submit proposals for a vote at a 
special election or the regular 
State election of November, 1938.

Communist in Radio Speech 
Says Misery in America Grows as 
Power of Wall Street Increases 


“Tweedledum’ and ‘“Tweedledee’ Politicians 
“Evading Main Issue of Putting Men to 
Work’’—Farmer-Labor Party Proposed.

NEW YORK, March 6.—Forma- : 


tion of a Farmer-Labor party, to 


represent the aims of American 
Communism in the 1936 campaign, 
was proposed by Earl Browder, gen- 
eral secretary of the Communist 
party, in the United States, in his 
radio speech last night. 

Browder’s 15-minute talk (heard 
in the St. Louis area on Station 
KMOX), was made on time donat- 
ed to the Communist party by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, as 
a part of its presentation ‘of the 
doctrines of all political parties. 

Text of Speech. : 

Following is the text of Brow- 
der’s address: 

“The main issue of 1936 is how 
to put America back to work. We 
have from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
unemployed. More than 16,000,000 
people are on a starvation relief 
dole. This is cutting the wages of 
those who still have jobs. It is 
completing the bankruptcy of the 
farmerg. It is driving the small 
business men and professionals to 
the wall. Millions of young people 


leave the schools without hope of' 


employment. Half the country is 
already below the poverty line. The 
cancer of unemployment is eating 
at the heart of the whole country. 

“Just this problem is evaded by 
all the political spokesmen who are 
filling the air with. their frenzied 
speeches. Democrats and Repub- 
licans, of all factions, are united in 
covering up this issue with optimis- 
tic reports of increasing production 
and pessimistic opinions about each 
other. They cry that prosperity is 
again just around the corner. They 
point to profits multiplied by sever- 
al hundred per cent. But they do 
not tell you that increased produc- 
tion is mainly of more labor-saving 
machinery, which is throwing sev- 
eral more workers out of a job for 
every one that gets temporary 
work. With increasing production, 
we have increasing unemployment. 
Even if we regained the 1929 pro- 
duction level, there would still be 
2,000,000 workers on the streets. 
Prosperity, yes! But only for the 
bankers and great industrialists. 

“What inanity is this! What in- 
credible crime against humanity! 
Our country has half the riches 
and productive capacity of the 
world. We have factories and en- 
terprises capable of producing 
enough to fill all needs. We have 
millions of workers and farmers, 
able and eager to produce. But 
our wealth is monopolized by a 
handful of so-called “best families.” 
And the Government refuses to put 
men to work producing what we 
need. It says that if it must put 
men to work, they must produce 
things we do not need. It scratches 
its head over the problem of how to 
maintain millions in poverty and 
idleness, so that they will not in- 
terfere with the growing profits of 
Wall street. Meanwhile in the 
name of a “balanced budget,” it 
spends billions for war and subsi- 
dies to Wall street, cuts relief and 
refuses old age and unemployment 
insurance, and shifts the tax bur- 
den off the rich over to the shoul- 
ders of the poor, by processing, 
sales and excise taxes. 

The Communists’ Demands. 

“We Communists demand that 
the Government shall assume re- 
sponsibility that every able-bodied 
worker shall be given a job, at 
union wage scales. 

“We demand that the farmers 
shall be guaranteed a market at 
fair prices for their produce that 
all the people need. 

“We demand that all people not 
thus taken care of, shall be pro- 
vided with a Federal system of Old 
Age, Unemployment and Social In- 
surance, sufficient to maintain the 
American standard of living, and 
paid for out of the profits of the 
capitalists. 

“That is why we are called ‘reds’ 
and are attacked so bitterly. 

“This is why the Hearsts and 
MacFaddens incite to lynch law 
against us. 

‘Every agent of Wall Street de- 
mands that the Communists be 
crushed, because the Communists 
constantly keep this issue of unem- 
ployment before the country. 

“When you hear the blood-and- 
thunder denunciations of the Com- 
munists, remember that the same 
accusations were made against Lin- 
coln when he led the _ struggle 
against chattel slavery. 

“Let us have no illusions! We 
cannot begin to solve this problem 
of unemployment until we begin to 
break the rule of Wall Street over 
the country. 

“The House of Morgan is the real 
ruler today. It ruled under the first 
Roosevelt, under Taft, under Wil- 
son, under Harding, under Hoover. 
It has strengthened its rule under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“Presidents come and go, but the 
House of Morgan goes on forever— 
until the American people are pre- 
pared to make a fundamental 
change in the present system 
which produced the House of Mor- 
gan, and the other monopolists— 
Rockefeller, du Pont, Mellon,

25 Members of National 
Americanization League 
Gather Before Studio in 
New York.

NEW YORK, March 6.—The of- 
fices of the Columbia Broadcasting 
Co. were picketed last night from 8 
o’clock until the close, at 11 o’clock, 
of a 15-minute radio speech by Earl 
Browder, secretary of the Commun- 
ist party in the United States. 

The pickets were 25 members of 
the National Americanization 


League. Former Alderman Lambert 
Fairchild, vice-president of the 
league, led them. They carried ban- 
ners reading “Democracy Guaran- 
tees Free Speech, Communism De- 
nies It”; “People Denying Our 
Rights Should Not Enjoy Our 
Rights”; “Smash Communism.” 

Major-General John T. Prout 
headed the signers of the league’s 
petition which said Browder was 
“an avowed enemy of the republic” 
and his broadcast was “Un-Ameri- 
can and ill-advised.” 

Browder spoke in pursuance of 
Columbia’s policy of giving free 
time to representatives of estab- 
lished political parties. Columbia 
issued a statement saying it had 
forbidden Browder to advocate the 
overthrow of the United States 
Government by force, and had “in- 
structed its engineers to cut him 
off the air if he departed from his 
prepared speech and tried it.” 

Columbia said its 96 affiliated 
stations could relay the speech or 
not as they desired, and that it 
would not know until today wheth- 
er they had picked it up. The Yan- 
kee network—six radio stations af- 
filiated with Columbia in New En- 
gland—announced it would not re- 
lay the speech.

A German-American’s View. 

To the Editor’of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE tragic plight of the German Jews 
is one of the many problems which 
are troubling this world today. Latest 
reports reveal a plan of wholesale trans- 
fer of 250,000 Jews to Palestine or other 
territories. 
Anybody who read Vincent Sheean’s 
“Personal History” can imagine the tre- 
mendous difficulties of such a scheme. | 
Even if this plan should prove feasible, it 
would hardly be a satisfactory solution. 
Besides, it might set an unwelcome prece- 
dent to be followed by Poland, Rumania 
and other countries in turn. The German 
Jews belong in Germany, no matter how 
much hardship and humiliation they may 
have to undergo for the present and the 
near future. 
Names like Reinhardt, Haber, Ehrlich, 
Mann, Ballin, Ludwig and Rathenau 
call to our memory their remarkable 
contributions to German art and science, 
literature, commerce and industry. A 
wholesale exodus of the German Jews 
would mean an irretrievable loss not only 
for Germany but also for the Jews them- 
selves. The German Jews need Germany 
as much as Germany needs them. 
Taking the long view in this situation, 
the only solution seems to be that the 
Jews in Germany stick it out and take 
it on the chin until the storm blows over. 
Hardship and persecution never weak- 
ened any race. Any effort to improve the 
lot of the German Jews should have this 
solution in view. The Jewish boycott, 
the New York Judge’s remarks and the 
attitude of Rabbi Wise only aggravate 
the present difficulties and provide 
further ammunition for the Jew-baiter, 
Julius Streicher. National Socialism is 
the German religion of today, and it is 
foolish to try to fight fanatics by such 
means. 
We German-Americans naturally side 
with Germany and are deeply interested 
in her future welfare, which has been so 
terribly neglected by the rest of the world 
for the last 18 years. But we certainly 
do not approve of these excesses of Nazi- 
ism. If the rest of the world, and espe- 
cially America, would take a friendlier 
attitude toward Germany’s problems, or- 
ganized German-American opinion in co- 
operation with Jewish organizations in 
this country should be able to give the 
German Jews sufficient moral and finan- 
cial support until a saner atmosphere re- 
turns to Germany. A majority of Ger- 
man-Americans would be glad to do their 
share.

For 30 years—longer, we should say—revolt against 
the bureaucratic tyranny of the Romanoff regime had 
been gathering momentum. It was a well-organized 
force, numerically strong, brilliantly staffed. Spo- 
radic violence, as we all know, had marked its course. 
The knout, the prison, Siberia and banishment had 
written the monarchy’s methods. The revolutionary 
reply, by way of reprisal, was assassination. In the 
epoch of mutual terrorism, for that is what it lit- 
erally was, bureaucratic Bourbonism, true to its tra- 
dition, never learned or forgot anything, and the 
revolutionary spirit burned steadily and more fierce- 
ly on. Lenin in exile, for example, was never intel- 
lectually absent from Russia. He was continuously 
and effectively present. He was the pamphleteer 
superb. Printing presses, operated secretly, of course, 
in cellars and attics, carried on a ceaseless campaign 
of education and exhortation, mostly from the pen 
of Lenin. 
With the collapse at last of the enfeebled, incom- 
petent, graft-ridien Government that had murder- 
ously betrayed the army, the revolutionary party was 
not only equipped, militarily, to seize the “vacated 
power,” but it had the support of popular enthusiasm, 
and its leaders knew what they wanted to do, 
The desperate events of the “Ten Days That Shook 
the World,” as reported by John Reed, reveal the 
courage of extraordinary leadership, to be sure, but 
also the determination of an outraged people pos- 
sessed of a definite political philosophy. They reveal 
the background which Ferrero has supplied in his 
factual review. 
Even so, it is questionable, the historian feels, 
whether the Russian revolution could have succeed- 
ed, notwithstanding all its advantage, except for 
Germany’s assistance, both in money and counsel. 
There is no such background in Italy, and there 
can be no such repetition there, Ferrero argues, of the 
bloody foreground. Italy has had a Socialist party, 
mild and inoffensive, that lived on good-neighborly 
terms with the Government, had suffered no martyr- 
dom, had known no such persecution as was the 
daily portion of Russian dissenters, and planned eco- 
nomic reforms wholly within the framework of law 
and order.’ It had a left wing that preached direct 
action, at the head of which was Mussolini, but it 
never assumed threatening proportions. 
What Ferrero says about Italy, in contrast with 
Russia, might be said about almost any other civ- 
ilized country. Certainly it could be said about the 
United States, with our inconsequential little red 
ribbon of pseudo-intellectuals, half-baked intelligent- 
sia and gesticulating geysers. 
An epochal revolution such as Russia’s is predi- 
cated on so many intolerable conditions: on such 
dreadful abuse of power, on flagrant irresponsibil- 
ity, all the governing sins on the calendar, on the 
hopelessness of a people’s lives, and always on the 
indispensable element of time.

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PEACE GESTURES IN THE ETHIOPIAN WAR. 
Emperor Haile Selassie has issued a proclamation 
stating that “she war is only just starting now,” urg- 
ing his people to greater efforts in the hope of still 
defeating the Italian invaders. At the same time, the 
Emperor accepts the League of Nations’ plan for an 
armistice and the opening of peace negotiations. 
The two actions are not necessarily contradictory. 
The Ethiopian Emperor realizes that Italy, now in 
an advantageous position as the result of extensive 
victories on the Northern front, will consume time in 
dickering to obtain the best possible terms before ne- 
gotiations actually begin. If, in the meantime, Ethi- 
opia can redeem some of its losses, its position at 
the peace table will be proportionately improved. 
An end of the war now or in the near future will 
doubtless mean terms that favor Mussolini. Posses- 
sion is nine points of the law in international as 
well as in common law, and Italy cannot be expected 
to surrender the territory and the advantages it has 
rwon in the last few weeks. Though still far from 
their objective, Addis Ababa, the Italians have routed 
the major Ethiopian forces and pressed their con- 
quest 120 miles from the starting point. 
Meanwhile, the League still debates oil sanctions. 
It has given Mussolini a week in which to accept 
peace terms, or, at least so it threatens, to face an 
embargo on oil shipments. It is this dallying over 
several months with the oil sanctions weapon that 
has enabled Italy to win its recent victories. Had 
that essential fuel been shut off, nearly every phase 
of military activity would have been handicapped, 
if not stopped entirely. Oil is needed for airplanes, 
tanks, trucks, troop vessels. It was not cut off, and 
the Italian forces at last overcame the Ethiopian re- 
sistance on an important sector. 
The League has condemned Italy as the aggressor, 
but now seems about to reward the aggression by 
consenting to terms that, at their mildest, will impair 
Ethiopia’s sovereignty. The weapon that would have 
stayed the aggression was at hand, but it was not 
used. If Ethiopia now is forced to submit to Mus- 
solini, the failure of Geneva to carry out its good 
resolutions will be largely responsible, 
Ethiopia’s major hope in the present situation re- 
mains what it has been throughout the war—its for- 
bidding geography and its rainy season. If the Ethi- 
opians can hold out long enough, and negotiations are 
sufficiently protracted, nature may impose a truce 
that will find the defenders at an advantage when 
it ends, whatever action is taken at Geneva. 
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A STAR-GAZER CHECKS OUT. 
Meet Jarrell Arrington of Greensboro, Ga. He may 
never steal home, but he won’t be caught off third;

N challenging Senator Black’s investigat- 
| ine committee, Silas Strawn has opened 

up a question that badly needs public at- 
tention. For the legislative inquiry, as con- 
ducted by congressional committees, state 
Legislatures and even city councils, has de- 
veloped to a point where the simplest re- 
quirements of justice are completely ig- 
nored. It is by way of becoming an engine 
of tyranny in which men are denied the ele- 
mentary legal protection that a confirmed 
criminal caught red-handed in the act can 
still count upon. 

For the moment, those who consider them- 
selves the champions of the people imagine 
that it is only the malefactor of great wealth 
who is the object of these inquisitions. They 
have short memories. Let them look into 
the work of the Republican committees that 
investigated the War Department after the 
war, the committees which moved Gen. 
Dawes to his magnificent profanity. Let 
them look into the inquisitions conducted in 
that era by Senator Fall with a view to stir- 
ring up a conquest of Mexico. 

Let them look at the Lusk committee in 
New York, which set out to prove, if I re- 
call correctly, that Jane Addams was a con- 
spirator against the Republic; at the Fish 
committee and dozens of others like it in 
states and cities which have gone hunting 
for “Reds” and cared nothing whom they 
slandered; at the legislative committees 
which are appointed here, there and every- 
where to terrorize teachers. Let them never 
for a moment delude themselves into think- 
ing that a reckless abuse of power will 
further only causes they are interested in.

The trouble with the legislative inquisi- 
tions is that they have thrown away the ex- 
perience of a thousand years in eliciting the 
truth and in protecting the personal rights 
of those who are concerned as witnesses or 
as the accused. 

In the first place, these committees act 
both as prosecutor and judge. They put men 
on trial, their reputations, their fortunes, 
their careers being at stake. To these men, 
they deny the right to know in advance 
what the charge is. They deny them the 
right to be represented by counsel. They 
deny them the right to call their own wit- 
nesses. They deny them the right to cross- 
examine their accusers. 

They try them before a jury consisting of 
the newspaper-reading public, a jury which 
never hears all the evidence and does not

lobbyist, then it can just as well be said that 
mobs have lynched men actually guilty of 
rape, that there were some pretty shady 
characters among the victims of the Nazi 
blood purge, that the Soviets have undoubt- 
edly shot a fair number of real traitors. 

But no one who cares for justice and un- 
derstands it will sanction injustice because 
it may catch a villain. The objection to in- 
justice—the invincible objection—is that 
when there is lawlessness in the administra- 
tion of law, there is no way of telling wheth- 
er those convicted are innocent or guilty. 

This is so obvious that it ought not to 
need saying. Yet a reading of Senator 
Black’s article in the February issue of Har- 
per’s Magazine will make it plain why it 
needs to be said, and said loudly. The Sen- 
ator is an enthusiast for investigations, but 
in the realm of justice he is an obvious il- 
literate. Thus he opens up with an interest- 
ing account of some incriminating letters 
during the investigation of the air mail con- 
tracts. These letters, says the Senator, 
caused “the discomfiture of the defendants.” 
The word is revealing. 

The men who were being investigated 
should perhaps have been indicted and made 
defendants in a trial. But for Senator 
Black, they were already “defendants” when 
they were before a Senate committee. As 
one reads on through the Senator's extraor- 
dinarily entertaining article, there is never 
one word, never one hint, that anyone ever 
has been, ever could be, unjustly accused, 
unfairly inconvenienced, unnecessarily em- 
barrassed, carelessly injured, that those who 
are investigated have any rights of any kind, 
that investigation is anything but a ruth- 
less pursuit of indubitable villains on the 
part of instinctively righteous men.

It is an extraordinary article, and con- 
sidering that it is signed by one of the chief 
investigators of the Senate, a shocking ar- 
ticle. For, armed with all the authority of 
a great Government, Senator Black is the 
judge before whom many men are being 
tried on charges which, whether proved or 
not, will ruin them if the charges are be- 
lieved. Yet with that power in his hands and 
that responsibility on his conscience, there 
is no suggestion that he even realizes that 
his function is judicial. From first to last, 
he glorifies himself as a sleuth out to get his 
man, 48 a@ prosecutor out to hang him. 

Today; it is Sénator Black out after the 
unpopular utility lobbyists. Yesterday, it 
was an aldermanic committee out after the 
social workers of New York City. A few 
weeks ago, it was the Nye committee out 
to prove that Mr. Morgan put us into the 
war. A few months ago, it was a commit- 
tee out to ruin Chicago University. A few 
years ago, it was a committee out after Jane 
Addams and John Dewey. Against whom 
and what will this engine be turned next? 
I do not know. But I do know that when 
lawlessness is approved for supposedly good 
ends, it will be used even more viciously for 

ones. 

So I say it is high time the legislative in- 
vestigations were investigated, and that 
someone had the courage to raise the issue 
and bring home to the American people that 
until reasonable safeguards are established 
in these proceedings, they are tolerating a 
very dangerous breach in their institutions 
and in their tradition of how justice is to be 
administered. |

Most Traits 
Of Character 
Are Acquired 


Stability of Nervous System 
Largely Due to Contact 
and Experience. 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


E may well ask, “What are 
the factors in life which are 
condycive to the development 
of functional or nervous diseases?” 
Generally speak- 
ing, diseases 
either are heredi- 
tary or acquired. 
We inherit blue 
eyes, brown hair, 
body type and 
weight, bald 
heads, big noses, 
and all the other 
physical charac- 
teristics which 
make people in- 
teresting. Our 
traits of charac- 
ter, however, and 
the stability of 
our nervous sys- 
tem, are largely a 
matter of contact and experience 
with others, 


Granting this to be true, how for- 
tunate is the child born and reared 
by sensible parents possessing good 
control of their nervous systems, 
and how unfortunate is the child of 
neurotic, hysterical or highly emo- 
tional parents. 


Many children emulate their par- 
ents because knowledge is largely 
acquired in the early impression- 
able years by mimicing others. Such 
children are figuratively battered 
about between excess love and un- 
reasonable anger; between fear and 
bravado; between over-solicitous 
attention and neglect. Even such 
natural functions as eating, sleep 
ing and elimination receive an un- 
natural and unwarranted attention, 
and the child is tremendously im- 
pressed with the importance of a 
lost meal, a coated tongue, a scratch 
on the hand, a failure to respond 
to a call of nature when the clock 
strikes nine. 
Then there are other people, who, 
even though their adolescent years 
were passed under favorable cir- 
cumstances, develop nervous or 
emotional tendencies in adult life. 
Many factors enter into this, but 
they will usually fall into certain 
broad classifications — economic; 
domestic; thwarted ambition; or- 
ganic disease. 
The present economic disaster has 
brought to physicians thousands of 
men and women who previously had 
always been considered physically 
able and emotionally sound. The 
symptoms vary tremendously — 
headache; dizziness; backache; in- 
digestion; loss of appetite and 
weight; weakness; anemia; insom- 
nia; mental depression, are the com- 
mon ones. 
Incompatible’ domestic relations 
probably still heads the list, particu- 
larly with women. Books could be 
written about this subject and still 
not cover all the causes that are 
advanced as reasons by men and 
women fail to live together in 
peace and harmony. Back of it 
all is a fundamental reason—igno- 
rance of the laws of physiology. Add 
to this selfishness, bad temper, jeal- 
ousy, idleness, illness, perversions 
and other similar human frailties, 
and the picture is practicaily com- 
plete.

The Current Campaign at Washington U. to Restrict Cigarette Puffing at Certain Points 


Draws Horse Laugh From the College Newspaper.

RED SCHULER, youthful chairman 
F of the Editorial Board of Student 

Life, Washington University collegiate 
press, started something the day he sat 
down to his typewriter and turned out an 
entertaining little editorial on the lady 
smokers. If the bespectacled Mr. Schul- 
er had had a different thought on which 
to exercise his satire that day, there 
would have been no tale to tell, but he 
didn’t, and besides, the subject of cigar- 
ette-smoking co-eds was one on which he 
could get up some steam. 


Wrote Fred Schuler: “W. 8. G. A. has 
undertaken no more worthy cause than 
the present campaign to abolish smok- 
ing. A successful movement of this sort 
is welcomed for a number of reasons. 
First, of course, it will reduce the fire 
hazard and thereby facilitate the reduc- 
tion of insurance premiums, Still more 
important is that it will tend to make 
a boy’s cigarettes last longer. The chief 
factor, however, is the boon\it will be to 
American motherhood. 


“We heartily agree that the existent 
evil must be stamped out. Our doubts 
arise, however, with regard to the law 
enacted to enforce non-smoking. The 
girl is to be stopped and asked to ex- 
tinguish her cigarette, stogie, pipe, or 
whatever she may have, reports W. 8. G. 
A.; if she is subsequently persistent in 
her delinquency, she is to be brought be- 
fore the council. 


“Such treatment is far too gentle, far 
too dilatory, for flagrant offenders of this 
low caste.

They 
should be branded between the eyes with 
lipstick, using the letter “S,” meaning 
smoker. They should have their mouths 
washed with soap. And if these measures 
don’t work, why—we'd tell their moth- 
ers, that’s what we'd do.”

“There are places provided for the 
women smokers,” she continued. “We 
only object to their smoking in corri- 
dors, in classrooms, on the campus and 
other places clearly designated in the 
original rules.

ministration and we may lose what 
ground we gained in 1931.” 

The pretty, but very serious, head of 
W. 8. G. A. is a non-smoker and evident- 
ly possessed of strong housekeeping in- 
stincts. She is offended by halls littered 
with cigarette stubs and was particular- 
ly shocked by the report that one girl 
actually squished her cigarette out 
against the wall. However, she believes 
that the W. S. G. A. has—or did have— 
the situation pretty well in hand. If 
there is trouble, she is prepared to blame 
the wise-cracking Mr. Schuler and his 
editorial. 7 

Through it all, Dean Adele Starbird sits 
in her private office and hears only the 
faint rumblings of the threatened tem- 
pest. She has found the W. S. G. A. re- 
sponsible, loyal and co-operative, and 
thinks perhaps the whole affair might be 
traced to freshmen who do not under- 
stand the rules. 


“I have never once seen a woman smok- 
ing on the quadrangle,” said Dean Star- 
bird. “Reports have come to me that 
they are smoking in certain places where 
it is not permitted, but with the deep 
respect I have for W. 8. G. A. I am con- 
fident that the association can be depend- 
ed upon to enforce the rules. 

“The smoking question has its place in 
our orientation program designed to ad- 
just freshmen to their new surroundings. 
Perhaps next year, the subject will be 


moved into a more prominent place in 
the orientation program.” 

But unlike Dean Starbird, the editorial- 
writing Mr. Schuler has little confidence 
in the dainty, ladylike methods of law en- 
forcement employed by W, 8. G..A. He 
believes women should be allowed to 
smoke any place the men do, and if the 
accumulation of cigarette stubs impedes 
progress up and down the corridors, he, 
man like, suggests that “the university 
hire more janitors.”

Another voice in the situation where 
the men instead of the women them- 
selves, are agitating for equal rights for 
the fair sex, is Bill Vaughan, editor in 
chief of Student Life. Bill, too, is in fa- 
vor of women students being allowed to 
smoke anywhere the men do. 

“I'm for it,” says Bill, “even if the 
smoke in the corridors gets so thick we 
all have to wear miners’ lamps on our 
heads to keep from running into each 
other and breaking our bones. I’m for 
the girl’s wearing anything they please, 
too. Let them wear ankle sox on the 
campus, or riding habits to class, or ski 
suits to exams. They can wear bathing 
suits for all I care. After all, what they 
wear doesn’t interfere with their mental 
processes, and I take it that’s what 
they’re here for—to exercise their 
brains.”
